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Olson sees speedy deal with B.C. 



OTTAWA (CP) — Economic Development Min¬ 
ister Bud Olson Thursday predicted speedy resolu¬ 
tion of differences between Ottawa and British 
Columbia over a package of B.C. development 
projects. 

And he suggested that the core of the dispute is 
the province’s long¬ 
standing refusal to guar¬ 
antee non-discrimina- 
tory tax treatment for 
portions of the proposed 
Alaska Highway natural 
gas pipeline through 
B.C. 

Federal and provincial 
cabinet ministers met ear¬ 
lier this week in Victoria to 
discuss the pipeline, the de- 
velopment of coal re¬ 
sources in northeastern 
B.C. and other projects. 

Sources said after the 
meeting that Premier Ben¬ 
nett was outraged by fed¬ 
eral demands for conces¬ 
sions on the pipeline 
project in exchange for in¬ 
creased federal money for 
coal development. 

Conservative Senator Ri¬ 
chard Donahoe of Nova 
Scotia called the meeting a 
fiasco in the Senate Thurs¬ 
day and asked Olson to 
clarify the situation. 

Olson said the meeting 
was useful and progress 
was made. 

“I think that we should be 
patient for a day or two, 
and I am sure that we are 
going to have complete 
agreement on all of those 
things to the stage where 
they can go forward.” 

Donahoe then asked if 
federal assistance for get¬ 
ting B.C. coal exports to 
sea ports is tied in any way 
to federal commitments to 
assist in the pipeline pro¬ 
ject. 

“No, it cannot be put 
down exactly in those 
terms,” Olson replied, but 
did not elaborate. 

However, he did say Ot¬ 
tawa asked British Colum¬ 
bia for guarantees that the 
Alaska Highway pipeline 
would not be subjected to 
discriminatory tax treat 
ment by the province. 

/ Alberta and Saskatche¬ 
wan provided such guaran 
tees several years ago. 

An official of the North 
ern Pipeline Agency said 
in an interview later that 
B.C. asked Ottawa in 1977 
for special assistance in 
exchange for the tax guar¬ 
antees. 

B.C. apparently felt the 
benefits it would get from 
the pipeline would be far 
less than those received by 
other western provinces. 

Reports earlier this week 
said the province has been 
seeking federal money for 
roads, schools and new 
townsites that would be 
needed when the pipeline is 
built through B.C. 

One source said Ottawa 
told the province it would 
have to drop its request for 
funds for this “infrastruc¬ 
ture” in exchange for more 
federal money for coal de¬ 
velopment.

But if the rest of Canada 
indicated a willingness to 
negotiate, says the poll, 
support for the federalist 
cause would drop to 36 per 
cent from the present 45.5 
per cent.

The poll, which surveyed 
856 people between April 26

KEY WEST (AP) - The 
U.S. Coast Guard said 
Thursday that the Free¬ 
dom Flotilla is a “disaster 
waiting to happen” as the

Twelve of the 14 
centres in Dade, Broward 
and Palm Beach counties 
were reported short of food 
and supplies.

Muldoon said the New Zealand govern¬ 
ment was told the launch will be aimed at 
South Pacific waters, but he did not say 
when the test would conducted or where 
the exact target area is located. 

In Washington, the state department 
said the Chinese informed the United 
States it would be testing a surface 
launched missile in international waters 
in the western Pacific.

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Sugar spiral bidder-sweet tale 


TORONTO (CP) — An international bidding 
war that has boosted the price of sugar by more 
than one-third during the last three weeks has 
caused the food industry to increase prices of 
soft drinks, candy and a wide range of other 
products made with sugar. 

Fuelled by market speculators and re¬ 
ports of poor harvests around the world, 
the price of a tonne of raw sugar jumped 
Thursday to $820 on the London commodities 
market, up from $598 in mid-April. 

“It’s still climbing,” said Peter Rittmeyer, 
vice-president of Czamikow Montreal Ltd., an 


international commodities broker. “I’d hate to 
make any predictions on how high sugar prices 
will go,” 

In Canada, major refiners such as St. 
Lawrence Sugar, Redpath Industries Ltd. and 
Atlantic Sugar Ltd. have passed the increase on 
to supermarkets and other wholesale buyers of 
bulk sugar. 

The average retail price for a two-kilo¬ 
gram bag of granulated sugar in Toronto is now 
about $2.65, up from about $2 a month ago. 

“All the forecasts are that world sugar 
production is falling this year and consumption 
is rising,” Jean-Paul Lavallee, sales manager 


for St. Lawrence Sugar said Thursday in a 
telephone interview from Montreal. 

A severe drought has damaged sugarbeet 
crops in the Soviet Union, and bad weather and 
disease were also cutting yields of beets and 
cane in Cuba, South Africa, Australia, Thai¬ 
land, India and Argentina. 

TAs a result, while world sugar consumption 
is expected to reach 92 million tonnes this year, 
production will fall to 86 million tonnes, says 
William Stoinbrenner, senior vice-president of 
the brokerage firm of Bache Halsey Stuart 
Canada Ltd.

Public ‘doesn’t care’ 
about child hookers 


VANCOUVER (CP) - 
The public “has abdicated 
from moral judgment” in 
its lack of concern for chil¬ 
dren involved in prostitu¬ 
tion, says provincial court 
Judge Harry Boyle. 

He made the observation 
in a caustically-worded de¬ 
cision Thursday on wheth¬ 
er a 16-year-old prostitute, 
a ward of child welfare 
officials, needs further 
protection under the Pro¬ 
tection of Children Act. 

He ruled the girl needed 
protection but should re¬ 
main a ward of the superin¬ 
tendent of child welfare be¬ 
cause there was nothing 
else to do with her. 


“It’s the only game in 
town.” 

There was no evidence 
the public really cared 
about child prostitution, 
Boyle said, and “there is no 
concerted public demand 
for action—and there is not 
much action.” 

“The children are there 
in growing numbers from 
all parts of the country. 
Young boys and girls sell¬ 
ing themselves on the 
streets have created no 
sense of public outrage.” 

Evidence shows cus¬ 
tomers are not part of the 
underworld, but “a cross- 
section of the community” 
who see the young prosti¬ 


tutes not as children but as 
sexual objects. 

“Instead of the police 
and social services being 
the voice and arm of the 
public conscience, they, by 
default, have become the 
public conscience itself. 

Those on the front line on 
the street (police officers 
and social workers) are in 
no way defensive about 
their role. 

“It was my impression 
that those further from the 
scene tended to defend 
their department when, in 
fact, it is indefensible that 
there is not a real, full- 
scale interdepartmental 
attack on the problem.”

Lalonde isn’t elated 
over Alberta oil bill 


OTTAWA (CP) — Energy Minister 
Marc Lalonde had nothing good to say 
Thursday about legislation introduced in 
Alberta that would allow the provincial 
government to curtail oil production 
whenever it thinks "the public interest” 
requires such action. 

The bill, introduced Wednesday in the 
provincial legislature, did not define what 
the public interest was or place any 
restrictions on the level of cuts. 

Asked in an interview for his reaction 
to the timing of the bill, only days before 
his arrival in Edmonton to begin crucial 
talks on an oil pricing agreement, Lalonde 
replied: “It’s pretty obvious.” 

But he refused to elaborate, saying he 
did not intend to engage in accusations 
and counter-accusations during negotia¬ 
tions. 

“I will let the people of Canada and the 
press draw their own conclusions,” La¬ 
londe said, adding he would raise the 
matter in talks with provincial Energy 
Minister Merv Leitch. 

Leitch believed the bill could with¬ 


stand a constitutional challenge but re¬ 
fused to attach any significance to its 
introduction. 

He told reporters during a recent in¬ 
terview it resulted merely from his dis¬ 
covery of a gap in departmental legisla¬ 
tion. The same provision existed for 
production of natural gas, he said. 

Premier Peter Lougheed told a Toron¬ 
to audience last month that should there 
be a failure to negotiate “a fair arrange¬ 
ment for oil and gas prices we will have to 
reassess our continued sale of our rapid¬ 
ly depleting light and medium crude." 

The primary producing province has 
already made plain its intention to gain 
revenue from higher domestic oil prices 
at least equal to the proposal from 
the defeated federal Progressive Conser¬ 
vative government. 

Lalonde continues his cross-country 
tour to present federal pricing propos¬ 
als with stops today in Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan before travelling Monday 
to British Columbia and Tuesday to Al¬ 
berta.

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Papal irony 
in Kenya 

It was ironical that Pope John Paul should 
choose a speech to the Catholic bishops of 
Kenya as the occasion on his African tour to 
restate the Church’s opposition to artificial 
methods of contraception. For if any country’s 
population growth constitutes a ticking bomb, 
it is surely Kenya’s, which at four per cent is 
the highest growth rate in the world. 

A1979 population census found that only 11 
per cent of Kenya’s married women use mod¬ 
ern birth control devices, while only 29 per cent 
have tried traditional tribal methods. 

The average woman has eight children 
and in some parts of the country the local 
average is 10. Only six per cent of women 
questioned for the poll said they wanted fewer 
than four children. 

Compounding the problem is the fact that 
nearly one-third of Kenyan women live in 
polygamous marriages, where with three or 
more wives the man can father 30 or more 
children. 

No one, of course, expected for a moment 
that the Pope would announce any dramatic 
changes with regard to the Church’s position 

on this controversial and divisive issue. Long 
before his election to the papacy in October, 
1978, he had supported Pope Paul’s encyclical 
Humanae Vitae , which banned all artificial 
methods of contraception, and nothing he has 
said since then has indicated the slightest 
change in his thinking. 

But his reaffirmation of the Church’s 
stand in such rigid terms as he used in Kenya 
only draws world attention yet again to the 
fundamental paradox of the Roman Catholic 
Church today — that on the one hand it speaks 
out forcefully in the fight against hunger and 
poverty in the Third World, yet clings doggedly 
To beliefs which make winning that war 
virtually impossible. 

Perhaps the ultimate irony is that an 
'increasing number of educated Catholics in 
the Western world are finding that they can 
literally “shop around” for priests who coun¬ 
sel them to follow their conscience on birth 
control, while illiterate and economically de¬ 
prived Catholics in Third World countries — 
who can least afford large families — continue 
their unquestioning obedience to Vatican 
dogma. 

How many more years will pass, what 
horrendous problems of overpopulation, star¬ 
vation and disease will threaten the fu¬ 
ture of the human race, before Rome enters 
the real world? 


Shoot the hawks? 


Washington D.C. isn’t the only place trying 
to maintain a delicate balance between hawks 
and doves these days. The Federal Republic of 
Germany has a similar problem, but there the 
hawks are getting just a mite too hawkish — 
they’re decimating the dove population. 

Fortunately for international relations, 
however, this particular confrontation is 
avian, not political. 

An organization with the impressive name 
Verband deutsc! *r Brief taubenliebhaber (As¬ 
sociation of German Carrier Pigeon Fans) is 
apparently concerned because the number of 
hawks — protected since the early 1970s — is 
steadily rising, while the winged messenger 
population is steadily declining. 

The association wants to see pigeons 
granted the same protection enjoyed by hawks 
and other endangered species. It also wants a 
change in hunting ordinances to allow limited 
annual shooting of at least those species of 
predatory birds which keep swooping on the 
poor pigeons. 

Somehow, though, we can’t envisage such 
a drastic hawk control measure being adopted 
in Washington. Even now, rumour has it that 
another mission is being planned to rescue the 
hostages in Iran.

a classic illustration of a Time-hon¬ 
ored newsmagazine theory — “the 
theory that the knowledge of less¬ 
er facts implies knowledge of major 
facts. . .that Time knows everything 
there is to know” about a given 
subject, as Otto Friedrich, a senior 
editor at Time , once wrote. 

Reporters and writers at both 
Time and Newsweek are encouraged 
— indeed commanded — to fill their 
stories with facts, statistics and de¬ 
tails of every imaginable hue. 

“When we do a story,” says Mar¬ 
tin Kasindorf, chief of Newsweek’s 
Los Angeles bureau, “we’re supposed 
to say what color the guy’s underwear 
is, what brand of cigarette he smokes 
and exactly what he had for break¬ 
fast. We are supposed to give the 
appearance that we.. .sat down in 
the guy’s living room and really got to 
know him.” 

These “facts” almost become “a 
substitute for reality,” Friedrich 

said. 

In a forthcoming book, former 
Newsweek Editor Osborn Elliott 
offers a good example of the kinds of 
detail the newsmagazines want their 
reporters to provide. 

Elliott’s example involves a 1962 
confrontation over school desegrega¬ 
tion between Archbishop Joseph 
Rummel and an excommunicated pa¬ 
rishioner named Mrs. Una Gaillot. 
The confrontation had taken place on 
the archbishop’s lawn, and — after

the Newsweek reporter filed his story

WASHINGTON — The 
mechanical failures of 
three helicopters on the 
rescue mission into Iran 
has brought to the forefront 
an increasingly trouble¬ 
some question: Why does so 
much military weaponry 
and equipment fail to 
work? 

Senior military officers 
here, while acknowledging 
that there were serious ma¬ 
teriel deficiencies that ad¬ 
versely affected military 
readiness, asserted that 
the loss of the helicopters 
was not symptomatic of the 
larger problem. 

They pointed out that 
those helicopters had been 
given top priority in prepa¬ 
ration and maintenance. 
Adm. Thomas B. Hayward, 
the chief of naval opera¬ 
tions, said that the aircraft 
carrier Nimitz, from which 
the aircraft were flown, 
“had all the people and 
technical skills the on¬ 
scene commanders said 
they needed, in contrast to 
the shortages which are 
standard elsewhere in the 
Navy.” 

Much more symptom¬ 
atic, those officers said, 
were the breakdown of 
three C-5A Galaxy trans¬ 
ports on a recent manoeu¬ 
vre in Colorado and Idaho, 
the many tank battalions 
around the country that 
have tanks idled for lack of 
spare parts, the Navy jet 
fighters that are delivered 
with control surfaces fitted

backward and the half- 
dozen ships that are a year 
or more behind schedule. 

Moreover, Pentagon of¬ 
ficials said that the mili¬ 
tary services this year 
would have a total backlog 
of $1.5 billion worth of 
heavy maintenance that 
will not have been done, 
although that is down from 
the $1.7 billion backlog with 
which they ended the last 
fiscal year in September 
1979. 

Senior officers here ac¬ 
knowledge that many fail¬ 
ures of weapons and equip- 
ment are a result of 
problems within the ser¬ 
vices.

Most of all, those officers 
said, the failure of weapons 
and equipment to work is 
rooted in the decline of pro¬ 
ductivity and quality in 
American industry. 

A senior Army officer 
cited a recent statement by 
David T. Kearns, president 
of Xerox, to support that 
contention. Kearns wrote: 
“America’s dismal eco¬ 
nomic record during the 
last decade reflects, more 
than anything else, an as¬ 
tonishing decline in re¬ 
search and development, 
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innovation and productive 
risk-taking.” 

Pentagon officials famil¬ 
iar with the budget said 
that the single largest fac¬ 
tor retarding maintenance 
in recent years had been 
inflation. Soaring prices, 
particularly of fuel, have 
cut into the funds for main¬ 
tenance. 

“Paradoxically,” said an 
official here, “the higher 
the priority and the more 
directly related to readi¬ 
ness an item is, the easier it 
is to cut funds for it.” 

Overthe last five years, 
Confess has cut adminis¬ 
tration requests for operat¬ 
ing and maintenance funds 
by varying amounts — 
nearly $2 billion in 1975 but 
less than $1 billion for this 
year. It is accepted in 
Washington that those 
funds have no constituency 
because they do not have 
the glamor of new weapons 
or equipment and do not 
provide the jobs in the 
home district.

Military 
pay has not kept up with 
inflation and most of those 
people can get better pay¬ 
ing jobs in the civilian 
economy.

Often, the researchers take their 
jobs too seriously — too literally. 

Ed Boyer, a former Time corre¬ 
spondent in Detroit and Los Angeles, 
says he once spent a full day trying 
to track down the answer to a re¬ 
searcher’s question about whether 
the corn in a cornfield that FBI 
agents had walked through in the 
search for Jimmy Hoffa’s body could 
accurately be described as “ripening 
corn.” 

“The researcher said she knew 
there was a drought in some parts of 
the Midwest,” Boyer says, “and she 
wanted to be sure that this particular 
cornfield hadn’t been so badly dam¬ 
aged that the corn had stopped ripen¬ 
ing.” 

Peter Goldman, who has written 
more than 100 cover stories for News¬ 
week since 1962, remembers being 
challenged by a researcher once 
when he said that a president had 
been quite cautious in answering one 
question at a news conference be¬ 
cause he was “once bitten, twice 
shy.” 

The researcher assigned to the 
story questioned Goldman’s phras¬ 
ing, he says, “because she told me 
she’d been through the entire tran¬ 
script of the press conference twice 
and she hadn’t found a single refer¬ 
ence to a dog.” w 

Pamela Abramson, a researcher 
for Newsweek in New York before 
becoming a reporter for the maga¬ 
zine in San Francisco, says vir¬ 
tually everyone who has ever worked 


for either newsmagazine has such 
stories to tell. Her own favorite: 

A Newsweek religion writer was 
doing a story in which he asked, 
rhetorically, the biblical question, 
“Is there no balm in Gilead?” 

A researcher, Abramson says, 
was assigned to find out if there was, 
indeed, any balm in Gilead. 

Because the newsmagazines are 
so fastidious about factual accuracy, 
editors can be terribly critical when 
any mistakes do get into the maga¬ 
zines. Time, for example, periodi¬ 
cally circulates to its staff an “Errors 
Summary Report” that lists every 
mistake in the magazine — no matter 
how trivial — and identifies its ori¬ 
gins (“correspondent’s error,” “re¬ 
searcher’s error,” “writer’s 
error.”). 

The January 1980 errors report, 
covering the previous six months, 
listed 57 separate errors, including 
factual mistakes, misinterpret¬ 
ations, errors in grammar and spell¬ 
ing and incorrect identifications of 
photographs. A photo accompanying 
a movie review, for example, carried 
a caption describing a male charac¬ 
ter “wooing” a female. The errors 
report notes: “He was actually threa¬ 
tening her. Writer’s error.” 

No names appear on the Time 
errors reports, but since the names of 
writers, reporters and researchers 
do appear on the story assignment 
lists circulated each week, “everyone 
knows who screwed up,” says one 
Time writer. “It amounts to a mini- 
inquisition then. Believe me, I’d 
much rather be beaten by Newsweek 
on a story in my area than make a 
small factual mistake and be on 
that list.” 


Separate uniform arguments 
are not very convincing

(TF) didn’t 
uncover 
anything 
that a good 
minister 
couldn’t 
have found 
in the nor¬ 
mal course 
of his duties, and at no addi¬ 
tional expense to the tax¬ 
payers. Still, it is useful to 
have so much information 
packaged in one place. 

Actually, the name of the 
TF appears to have been 
something of a misnomer. 
Most of its findings do not 
relate to “unification” per 
se, but rather to the “inte¬ 
gration” of the civil and 
military staffs at defence 
headquarters, and of the 
support services — supply, 
communications, etc. — in 
the field. 

The marriage of the civil¬ 
ian and military headquar¬ 
ters staffs (not my idea) 
has created considerable 
unease in the forces. It’s 
felt civilian judgment has 
been injected too deeply 
into military matters with 
the emphasis shifting to 
management goals rather 
than military effective¬ 
ness. As the TF points out, 
this was not what was 
meant by “civil control of 
the military.” 

Another major problem 
comes from too much 
cross-posting of support 
personnel between en¬ 
vironments. This results in 
time lost while they are 
being trained in the specia¬ 
lities of the environment; 
and if they are of senior 
rank, tensions arise be¬ 
cause they are less expert 
than their subordinates. 
They can’t act — at least in 
the short run — as teachers 
and leaders. 

Unification was not a li¬ 
cence to abandon common 
sense. As the TF pointed 
out, “it was not the intent to 
convert servicemen to 
‘jacks-of-all-trades’.” So 
its recommendation that 
cross-postings be limited to 
special cases is a good one. 

Rather than a major 
overhaul at headquarters, 
the TF*suggests that a defi¬ 
ciency in front-line en¬ 
vironmental input to the 
minister be remedied by 
appointing the three major 
commanders — maritime 
(navy), mobile (army) and 
air — to the Defence Coun¬ 
cil where the major deci¬ 
sions are taken. This is 
eminently sensible. The de¬ 
cisions might not be too dif¬ 
ferent but the commanders 
would have their weekly 
day in court and the deci¬ 
sion-making process would 
be perceived more favor¬ 
ably by the troops — an 
aspect of considerable im¬ 
port as the TF noted.

from “de-unification” 
rather than “unification.” 
After administrative con¬ 
trol of ship-borne helicop¬ 
ter units was transferred to 
Air Command in 1975, “the 
necessary operational con¬ 
trol required by the navy 
had suffered.” This was a 
retrograde step and oppo¬ 
site to what was intended. 

Many of the recommen¬ 
dations of the TF would 
bring the forces closer in 
line with what I had in mind 
in 1967, and I agree with 
most of them. 

Concerning their contro¬ 
versial suggestion of going 
back to three separate uni¬ 
forms, however, I am not 
convinced. I suspect this 
was a principal purpose of 
the operation set up by 
Allan McKinnon (former 
defence minister) in antici¬ 
pation of a finding upon 
which he’d already decid¬ 
ed. 

The TF identified one of 
the major problems inher¬ 
ent in separate uniforms. 
What do you do with the 
support forces — the doc¬ 


tors, padres, engineers and 
clerks who now make up 
more than 50 per cent of the 
total: They don’t want to be 
a “fourth force,” with their 
own uniform, and no one 
has yet come up with a 
satisfactory formula for 
splitting them three ways 
while retaining the ack¬ 
nowledged savings in man¬ 
power and money. The TF 
didn’t even try — which 
makes the recommenda¬ 
tion on uniforms a bit irre¬ 
sponsible in my view. 

On the positive side, it 
didn’t suggest reverting to 
three separate services, in 
tacit agreement that the 
clock should not be turned 
back. After all, the forces 
survived 10 excruciatingly 
difficult years under unifi¬ 
cation and “the record of 
performance in meeting 
challenges has been high.” 

The big handicap, opera¬ 
tionally, is antiquated 
equipment. So it’s reassur¬ 
ing to know that subject 
topped the list of service¬ 
men’s concerns. Opera¬ 
tional effectiveness is, 
after all, the bottom line 
for armed forces.

The truth about Canada’s miscombobulated 
metrication muddle is now out. We’ve been had— 
had by a lot of Madison Avenue promotion, govern¬ 
ment rhetoric and the genuflections of media. But 
not, by George, by legislation. 

Last week in the Commons, Minister of Small 
Business, Charles Lapointe, was put on the griddle 
by Tory critics of metric. He finally admitted that 
there has been no direct legislation passed for the 
implementation of metric. 

That’s why we’ve been had. Most citizens have 
grumbled about metrication and mouthed foul 
words about a law that would boggle things to such a 
fare-thee-well. But there has been no law—we’ve 
been put through the boggle, or at least part of it, by 
a clever government campaign (aided and abetted 
by a pliant media,) that has managed to cost this 
country hundreds of millions of dollars. 

Radio and television stations fell meekly into 
line by going whole hog on the Celsius temperature 
bit even when the majority of their listeners com¬ 
plained. You might ndte, however, that Celsius 
obviously hasn’t been accepted in that most radio 
and TV stations now give the Celsius readings first 
and then supplement them with the old, comfortable 
Fahrenheit readings. 

The press managed to acquiesce by further 
confusing most of the readers with kilometres, 
milograms, tonnes, hectares, litres, metres, etc. It 
mattered not, it seems, what the readers thought or 
wanted—the press toddled along mild as lambs. 

CONTRARY TO WHAT the ruling Liberals 
might choose to believe, Canadians are far from 
happy with the conversions. Take your own poll on 
any street corner and ready yourself for some 
strong language—against. 

You might have heard about the abortive gov¬ 
ernment plan to put metric food scales in retail 
stores in selected Canadian cities. You also might 
have heard how badly the plan fared—it was an 
abysmal failure in Peterborough, Ont., for instance 
and storekeepers there said to hell with it and went 
back to the old imperial measurements. The store¬ 
keepers didn’t like it any more than their customers 
liked it. Complaints piled up to failure. Incidentally, 
this particular conversion is terribly costly to the 
grocers—upwards of $7,000 to get the new scales. 
For a single supermarket—up to $50,000. 

In case you think it is just turfed-out Tories 
showing their pique, consider the little operation 
being conducted in Peterborough by one, Sally 
Hayes. It is called Operation Humbug and is a 
protest group against metric. Sally Hayes just 
happened to be the Liberal candidate (losing) in the 
last election. She insists citizens should have no 
truck with metric until government makes it man¬ 
datory with legislation. 

WE HAVE SEEN but the tip of the iceberg. 
Those who revel in the idiocy of metric are rubbing 
their hands in anticipation of metric time—the joys 
of decidays, millidays, microdays, etc. It could even 
lead (because of the preocupation with the number 
10 in all this nonsense,) to 10-day weeks. I hope it 
does and then maybe the unions will get hostile 
about the whole thing and have it declared “hot.” 

It is confusing enough trying to figure out how 
long it will take to reach a highway destination now 
that kilometres are the norm. It is perplexing 
enough to try to figure the cost of a gallon of gas or of 
a former quart of milk. But metric time could well 
be the last teeny minigram straw to set off an 
uprising against the mini-brains in Ottawa. 

The cost? Nobody really seems to care that it is 
costing merchants, manufacturers, machinists and 
technicians millions of dollars to convert to a 
system that wasn’t necessary and indeed, to one 
that our major trading partner—the United States 
—has had many second thoughts. Many states have 
already passed bills outlawing metric introduction 
to highways, for instance. These added costs, inci¬ 
dentally. coming at a time of hard-to-come-by 
money. And in the case of food stores, the added 
costs will be tagged onto already too-high food 
prices. 

The whole thing has been an exercise in bureau¬ 
cratic application of red tape and confusion which 
has added up to smoldering hostility on the part of 
the put-on population. All power to any and all 
anti-metric groups willing to take a stand against 
the pervasive encroachment. 
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“Of course you’re a failure, who else gets letters 
from Reader’s Digest saying they haven’t been 
selected for the latest prize draw?”

Chrysler critics 
not being fair 

LONDON, Ont. (CP) — The financially-ailing 
Chrysler Canada Ltd. is being unfairly criticized for 
seeking government aid, the president of a rival auto¬ 
maker said Thursday. 

William Pickett of American Motors Canada Ltd., 
said: “Chrysler is an extreme case. We can’t let It 
go out of business.” 

He told the London Conference, a meeting of about 
135 business and government leaders at the Univer¬ 
sity of Western Ontario, that while he favors bailing 
out Chrysler, he is opposed to federal or provincial 
governments being represented on the automaker’s 
board of directors. 

The auto industry has been the victim of legisla¬ 
tive overkill since governments started passing pol¬ 
lution control legislation in 1970, he said, adding the 
government did not need to get involved. 

“Today, complying with government regulations has 
become our prime responsibilty,” he said. “In effect, 
government is our number one customer. Government 
must first be satisfied before we can turn ourselves to the 
secondary consideration of marketing our products 
and generating a profit.’’

-Airships seen— 
future lift 
for Albertans 

EDMONTON (CP) - Executives of Good¬ 
year Aerospace Corp. of Akron, Ohio, came to 
Edmonton Thursday to discuss the possibility of 
building innovative dirigible-like airships in Alber¬ 
ta. 

“I think we should encourage them if they want 
to expand,” said Transportation Minister Henry 
Kroeger. “I would say there are tremendous pos¬ 
sibilities.” 

Goodyear Aerospace president Morris Jobe told 
an impromptu news conference he would like some 
government decision by this fall on financial aid in 
the form of loans, Incentive grants, or “anything.” 

Kroeger said the timetable is realistic. Both 
men said the federal government is involved 
through the industry, trade and commerce depart¬ 
ment. 

The ship that Goodyear Aerospace has tested in 
wind tunnels and wants to build is called a heavy lift 
airship, or HLA, that works like a cross between a 
regular dirigible and a helicopter. 

Helium supports most of the weight, but the 
craft Is heavier than air, by about three to five per 
cent. 

Rotors attached to the underside would provide 
vertical lift in addition to movement across the 
ground. 

Jobe said Goodyear Aerospace has spent more 
than $10 million on engineering and is convinced a 
world-wide market exists for “hundreds of ships.” 

The markets lie in areas such as Alberta, where 
construction and resource firms are continually 
faced with the problem of taking heavy equipment 
into wilderness regions. 


Energy supplies 
reason to worry 

LONDON, Ont. (CP) - 
Canadians have every rea¬ 
son to be frightened about 
the security of their energy 
supplies over the next two 
to five years, former On¬ 
tario treasurer Darcy Mc- 
Keough said Thursday. 

“The instability that has 
developed in the past two- 
year period has created op¬ 
portunities and tempta¬ 
tions for extremists, for fa¬ 
natics and for would-be 
revolutionaries,” Mc- 
Keough told a conference 
of businessmen at the Uni¬ 
versity of Western On¬ 
tario. 

He said he agrees with 
predictions that vital Mid¬ 
dle East oil supplies could 
be cut off within the next 
two years. 

“It could be a lengthy 
interruption and it could 
come in much less than two 


years,” said McKeough, 
now president of Union Gas 
Ltd. 

He said there is a danger¬ 
ous illusion that Canada 
and the U.S. can postpone 
dealing with energy prob¬ 
lems because they have an 
abundance of natural gas. 

Canada has chosen to 
cushion the blow of world 
oil prices because it is not 
completely reliant on im 
ported oil, he said, but “it is 
questionable whether we 
can or should continue to do 
this. 

“The Canadian attitude 
to gasoline consumption is 
undoubtedly the most irre¬ 
sponsible in the entire 
world,” he said. “Gasoline 
is costing us less now in 
relation to our earnings 
than it was a quarter of a 
century ago.”

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A chilly place, indeed 


What happened on April 30 that turned off the 
gold and silver fever? It’s one of the new mysteries 
in the ever-changing foreign exchange and bullion 
business and was mentioned as such here Thurday 
by Natividad King, assistant vice-president and 
manager of Deak Canada Ltd. in Vancouver. 

“Suddenly — nothing. It just went flat,” said 
King in an interview. “And just as suddenly 
most of our business is back into foreign curren¬ 
cies—of all kinds.”

and gold chase now, and King admitted there were 
some discouraging stories around of speculators in 
silver who got into the market at about $50 (an 
ounce) and who now are looking at $13. 

There is practically no movement in bullion 
prices, which has left the world of speculators a 
chilly place, indeed. 

“The experienced ones know, however, how to 
ride out these rough periods, King claimed. 

She said that last January when there were long 
lineups outside of banks and other bullion dealers, 
surveys showed that 75% of those standing there 
were first-time buyers in the market. 

“We knew, too, that the other 25% were experi¬ 
enced — but they were selling,” she smiled. 

AND THERE WERE A FEW laughs that fil¬ 
tered out of the lineups. King knew of one party who 
painted his gold bricks black in order to disguise 
them, then used them as unobstrusive doorstops. 
Another man brought in a silver bar which at first 
glance appeared to be garden dirt. A second glance 
confirmed that it was garden dirt — he’d been 
hiding it in the back yard. 

“But there was a dealer I know who was almost 
in tears. People were bringing in silver heirlooms 
and the workmanship could never be duplicated. 
And it all went to the melting pot. What a shame,” 
she recalled. 

It was a hectic time, and now that things have 
calmed down, Deak has decided to branch out to Vic¬ 
toria, a city that it has looked at for three years 
now. 

Why Victoria? And why now? 

“There’s quite a lot of money here,” was her 
calm reply. 

She went on to say that the demand from former 
clients was apparent as was the need expressed by 
others who were not willing to wait for their bank to 
bring over that special currency from Vancouver — 
or beyond. 

And, she added, Deak knows that travel agents 
do very well here and their clients need some of the 
ready as they fly around the world. 

“WE USED TO CONSIDER this a sleepy sort of 
a town. The exchange business was very seasonal. 
But now, it’s different. Your many, many tourists 
need a place to exchange their money — especially 
on weekends,” she continued. 

Deak, therefore, has opened its first branch 
here right down in the heart of tourist-land. It’s 
located in the same building as the Land of the Little 
People, 321 Belleville, right across the street from 
where the Princess Marguerite used to tie up. And 
the wickets are open on Sundays. 

Deak Canada Ltd., a subsidiary of Deak-Perera 
Group, an international foreign money exchange 
organization, has six other branches in Canada. 
King said that if they add another one here, it’s 
more apt to be downtown — among the big people.

Quebec buys up Bell Asbestos 


MONTREAL (CP) — The Que¬ 
bec government made a surprise 
announcement Thursday that it 
has reached agreement-in-princi¬ 
ple to purchase Bell Asbestos 
Mines Ltd. from its British owner. 

The provincially-owned Nation¬ 
al Asbestos Corp. will buy the Bell 
mine at Thetford Mines, Que., as 
well as Atlas Turner Inc., a pro¬ 
ducer of asbestos cement products 
in Montreal, and Turner Building 
Products Ltd., of Mission, B.C., 
for a total of $35.5 million. 

The agreement is to be signed 
May 20 with the Turner and Newall 
group of Manchester, England. 
Details of the sale will be tabled in 
the Quebec national assembly 
sometime after the Quebec refer¬ 
endum on sovereignty-associa¬ 
tion. 


Finance Minister Jacques Pari- 
zeau and Yves Berube, minister of 
energy and resources, told a joint 
news conference that the purchase 
was consistent with the govern¬ 
ment’s objectives of increasing 
the processing of raw asbestos 
within Quebec. All but nine per 
cent of the asbestos produced by 
the five companies in Quebec is 
exported raw. 

The Parti Quebecois ministers, 
obviously happy with the surprise 
announcement, said they would 
not abandon efforts to buy out 
Asbestos Corp. Ltd., a company 
roughly four times larger than 
Bell. 

Asbestos has been fighting the 
takeover in court, but Parizeau 
said the sale will give new impetus 
to its efforts to buy out the com¬ 


pany, one of whose mines is adja¬ 
cent to Bell’s. 

He said the per-share price of $42 
the government is paying for Bell 
Asbestos Is roughly what it had of¬ 
fered to General Dynamics for 
Asbestos Corp. General Dynamics 
has evaluated the company at $100 
a share. ' 

“This transaction will facilitate 
the conclusion of the Asbestos 
Corp. dossier, because, for the 
first time, the intervening parties 
both public and private can have a 
precise index on which to base the 
market value of a Quebec asbestos 
mine,” said Parizeau. ‘‘This 
leaves the $100 asked for by Gen¬ 
eral Dynamics strictly for the 
bin(s.” 

The Bell mine produces some 
70,000 tonnes annually, worth 


about $35 million, of which 37 per 
cent is sold to developing countries 
and 21 per cent to the U.S. 

It employs 600 persons, who re¬ 
turned to work Thursday following 
a strike which began March 4. 

Turner Building Products pro¬ 
duced about $2.4 million worth of 
asbestos cement products in Mis¬ 
sion, B.C., employing some 40 per¬ 
sons. 

Berube said the modest-size 
company in B.C. “will allow us to 
have a foot in the West.” 

Although the Quebec govern¬ 
ment will renew efforts to buy out 
Asbestos Corp., Berube and Pari¬ 
zeau said it would no longer be 
necessary to purchase Asbestos 
Corp.’s mine in Ungava, Que., 
which supplies its processing plant 
in West Germany.

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Montreal trouble ahead? 

It’s paradise 
for renters 

MONTREAL (CP) — This used to be an apart¬ 
ment dweller’s paradise. In many ways it still is. But 
relations between many landlords and their tenants 
have turned sour with owners complaining they can’t 
raise rents enough to meet rising costs. 

Montrealers pay the lowest big-city rents in Canada 
for the widest selection of apartments. In Montreal, 
where the average rent is only about $190 a month, nearly 
80 per cent of the population lives in rented apartments, 
row houses and duplexes. 

Rents stay low because provincial regulators hold 
them down, but also because it’s a tenants' mar¬ 
ket, with 4.5 per cent of rental dwellings vacant at 
any given time. The cost of owning a house has gone up 
128 per cent since 1971 but the cost of renting has risen 
only 41 per cent. 

In Toronto, where the vacancy rate is less than one 
per cent and tenants compete for apartments, the 
average rent is $292 a month, and fewer than 60 
per cent of dwellings are rented. 

Quebec’s Rental Board plays a big part in keeping 
down rents. It hears complaints from tenants who 
believe a proposed rent increase is too high, and a 
new law that comes into effect Oct. 1 will give ten¬ 
ants added protection. The question is, will the rental 
situation continue to favor the tenant or will there be 
an apartment crisis soon? 

“Because of the rental board, we have artificially 
low rents,’’ says Pierre Aubry, president of the 1,300- 
member Property Owners’ League of Montreal. 

The board is allowing increases of just 7.5 per cent 
this year, he said, and rents have lagged so far behind 
rising costs that many landlords are going to find 
it difficult to unload profitable investments and might 
abandon their buildings. 

This may already be happening. One tenants’ asso¬ 
ciation recently counted 540 abandoned dwellings in 
south-central Montreal. 

Tenants’ associations, which Aubry says are run 
by “hardcore communists'’ trying to disrupt the social 
order, are getting an increasing volume of calls from 
worried tenants. 

“As many as 20 per cent of those calls are from peo¬ 
ple who are being slapped with exorbitant increases 
or illegal eviction,” says Arnold Bennett, a former 
city councillor who now works with the NDG Ten¬ 
ants’ Association in west-end Montreal. 

“These people are scared and they want to know they 
have the right to do what they’re doing, like refusing 
rent increases without being thrown out.” 

The largest number of complaints to the rental 
board, says Bennett, comes from people living in 
lower-priced accommodation in small apartment build¬ 
ings. Owners of new high-rises charge higher rents and 
are too professional to harass tenants and demand 
exorbitant rent increases. 

The rental board was created in 1946 to help war 
veterans find a place to live. By 1964 it had limited 
control over older buildings, but it wasn’t until 1974 
that it was granted control over all residential rental 
buildings.

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REFERENDUM 


The PQ demands: What the record shows

MONTREAL — Sovereignty-as¬ 
sociation: Is it a revolutionary solution 
to the Quebec-Canada problem or a 
monstrous hoax being played on the 
Quebec people? 

The underlying issue in the referen- 
dum campaign is whether so¬ 
vereignty-association would work be¬ 
tween Quebec and Canada. 

FEDERALISTS call the PQ’s pro¬ 
posed deal a “house of cards” and “a 
smokescreen” for separation. The 
Parti Quebecois says association is 
“the way of the future,” citing world 
examples like the European Commu¬ 
nity, Benelux, the Nordic Council and 
the West African Monetary Union. 

With less than two weeks to go in the 
referendum campaign, the Yes side 
has given few details of how the 
new entente would work. 

But from party documents and a 


government white paper, it is possible 
to draw a general picture of what the 
PQ wants to negotiate with Ottawa if it 
wins the referendum. 

PREMIER LEVESQUE says 
will accept nothing less than what is 
contained in the white paper which 
states: “Sovereignty would reside en¬ 
tirely in the state of Quebec so that 
Quebecers would be ruled by a single 
government and would pay taxes only 
to Quebec.” 

In the new economic association, 
Quebec and Canada would continue to 
share a single customs tariff and a 
common dollar. The PQ proposes a 
new set of institutions based on equal 
representation to administer the asso¬ 
ciation. 

An internationally-recognized 
treaty linking Quebec and Canada 
would be negotiated. Disputes over the 
functioning of the association would be 
submitted to a joint tribunal of Quebec 
and Canadian judges. 


QUEBEC WOULD establish its own 
supreme court and criminal courts and 
all its own laws. 

A sovereign Quebec would seek 
jurisdiction over Labrador, the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence and its Arctic regions. 

Quebec would have its own passport 
and citizenship and a full “interna¬ 
tional personality” that would include 
membership in the United Nations. 

The common market would allow 
free circulation of goods between Que¬ 
bec and Canada except for agricultural 
products. Quebec wants the right to 
protect its own beef, feed grains and 
other produce from western imports. 

THE COMMON tariff would mean 
that high-cost Quebec products like 
clothing, textiles, furniture and shoes 
would continue to be protected from 
cheap foreign imports. Canadians out¬ 
side Quebec would be forced to pay 
higher prices for these goods. 

There would be free movement of 


people and capital across the Quebec- 
Canada border, although each country 
would proclaim Its own foreign in¬ 
vestment code. 

And the PQ has pledged to use legis¬ 
lation if necessary to make sure that 
Quebecers* savings in pension plans, 
life insurance companies and other 
financial institutions are reinvested 
in Quebec. 

A COMMON CENTRAL bank would 
control the growth in money supply and 
the rate of exchange on the Quebec- 
Canada dollar. 

The bank would be chaired alter¬ 
nately by a governor named by each 
government. Quebec and Canada 
would each have a bloc of seats on the 
board of directors in proportion to 
the size of their populations. 

But a separate Quebec bank would 
be established to administer Quebec’s 
own debt and government banking 
functions. 

A COMMUNITY council compris¬ 


ing ministers from the two countries 
would meet to take administrative de¬ 
cisions. They would be backed up by a 
secretariat of civil servants called 
“the commission of experts.” 

After negotiations are completed, 
the PQ government would draw up a 
new constitution for Quebec and sub¬ 
mit it to the people for approval in a 
second referendum. 

THE PQ HAS pledged to establish 
the institutions of a republic with a 
presidential system of government in a 
sovereign Quebec. 

But much of the PQ’s program re¬ 
mains vague and ill-defined. When 
pressed, PQ cabinet ministers reply by 
saying that details of the sovereignty- 
association agreement cannot be 
spelled out now because they will all be 
subject to negotiation. 

And that negotiation, if it ever hap¬ 
pens, would come only if the PQ wins 
both the referendum and the next 
provincial election.

“I wanted to warn my 
audience against any com¬ 
placency which might set 
in in their attitude,” he told 
reporters after a luncheon 
address to the Canadian 
Club. 

“We’ve got to remain 
vigilant for years to come, 
not only until May 20, be 
cause we have to find a new 
consensus in this prov¬ 
ince.” 

He added, however, 
while he had not studied the 
results of the poll, the

Shakespeare dream 
grows to $7.4 million

The price tag for a replica 16th- 
century Elizabethan theatre and vil¬ 
lage on the Maltwood property at 
Royal Oak has grown from $600,000 to 
$7.4 million, Saanich council will be 
told Monday. 

The village is planned to comple¬ 
ment an adaptation of Shakepeare's 
Globe Theatre proposed on the site 
for a major annual theatrical festi¬ 
val. 

Canadian actor Barry Morse will 
appear before council on behalf of the- 
Victoria-based Lord Chamberlain’s 
Players Society to outline plans and 
seek a lease arrangement with Saan¬ 
ich for the 6.5-acre site. 

The area houses The Thatch, a 
former restaurant which became the 
home of the Maltwood family before 
being bequeathed as a museum and 
sold to Saanich last year. 

The village plan represents a sub¬ 
stantial change in the original con¬ 
cept for the site. Earlier the society 
had proposed building an 800 to 1,000 
seat, 16-sided theatre at a cost of 
$600,000. 

Morse, the society’s artistic direc¬ 
tor, said in an interview Thursday 
that it was now planned to sur¬ 
round the theatre with a bankside 
Elizabethan village comprising about 
65 small buildings. 


It would be a complete Elizabe¬ 
than environment, re-creating the at¬ 
mosphere of one of the most exciting 
times and places in the history of 
mankind, he said. 

Attractions and activities which 
could be available in the village were 
limited only by the size of the prop¬ 
erty. 

Examples were: 

• The Shakespeare Memorial 
Garden: All the flowers, herbs and 
plants written about by Shakespeare, 
each with its appropriate quotation. 

• The craftsmen’s corner: dis¬ 
plays of glass-blowing, pottery, 
weaving, leatherwork and wrought 
iron goods. 

• Life in Elizabethan London: eat¬ 
ing and drinking—The Mermaid tav¬ 
ern where one could enjoy an Elizabe¬ 
than banquet with a glass of ale. 

• Pleasure and pastimes: music, 
dancing, acrobats, strolling min¬ 
strels. 

• The sporting life: duelling, ar¬ 
chery, jousting and tilting. 

• The law: the stocks, the pillory 
and the ducking stool. 

• A farmer's market and drama¬ 
tized re-creations of historic charac¬ 
ters and events through sound and 
light techniques. 

“All in all, the village will offer a 
festival of great drama with auxili¬ 
ary entertainment, tourist and edu¬ 
cational activities that will provide 


pleasure, profit (both tangible and 
intangible), and pride to the commu¬ 
nity,’’ Morse said. 

While retaining an exterior ap¬ 
pearance based on conjectural draw¬ 
ings of Shakespeare’s original Globe, 
the interior of the playhouse would be 
changed to meet modern standards. 

Money for the project would be 
obtained through federal and provin¬ 
cial governments and from private 
sources. 

Morse said a surplus of $1.5 mil¬ 
lion on the operation of the village 
was estimated. Taking into account 
an estimated $982,000 deficit on the 
theatre operation the over-all operat¬ 
ing surplus would still be a healthy 
$592,269. 

The Shakespearean Festival 
would run from April 1 to Oct. 31, but 
the society is not ruling out the possi¬ 
bility of making the facility a year- 
round operation. 

The village with its resident ar¬ 
tists offered obvious benefits for spe¬ 
cial seasonal events, Morse saiji. 

Meanwhile, council is expected to 
announce within two weeks its deci¬ 
sion regarding submissions for a 
restaurant operation in The Thatch. 

Aldermen met in secret this week 
with five local restaurateurs to con¬ 
sider proposals for a restaurant 
which would blend in with the Eliza¬ 
bethan theme. 


Rate of crime in Saanich 
lowest in capital region 


Statistics released 
Thursday by the B.C. Po¬ 
lice Commission indicated 
Saanich had the lowest 
crime rate of the Greater 
Victoria municipal police 
forces in 1979. 

Victoria police had the 
highest crime rate and sec¬ 
ond-highest caseload. 

Saanich recorded only 


70.8 crimes per 1,000 popu¬ 
lation, compared with 
326.7-per-1,000 for the town 
of Chilliwack, highest of all 
provincial forces. 

Victoria topped the local 
statistics with 167.6, more 
than twice that of Saanich. 
Oak Bay came in with 70.9, 
followed by Sidney at 84.53, 
Central Saanich with 


121.81, and Esquimalt with 
134.05. 

Saanich’s caseload of 
46.31 per officer was sec¬ 
ond lowest in B.C. Rural 
Chilliwack’s was the 
lowest. Rural Chilliwack 
also had the lowest provin¬ 
cial crime rate at 40.7. Oak 
Bay had a caseload aver¬ 
age of 55.17, followed by 


Esquimalt at 64.09, Sidney 
at 70.44, Victoria at 74.31, 
and Central Saanich at 
101 . 1 . 

Half of the six police 
forces in lower Vancouver 
Island reported decreases 
in crime. Sidney was the' 
leader in crime reduction 
at 19.75 per cent, followed 
by Saanirh at 12.17 and Vic¬ 
toria at 9.77. Central Saan¬ 
ich showed the biggest in¬ 
crease in crime with a 27.33 
per cent rise, followed by 
Oak Bay at 9.02 and Esqui¬ 
malt at 8.29. 

The city department, 
which has had to postpone 
an increase in manpower 
due to budget cuts, contin¬ 
ued to have the highest 
ratio of police per capita in 
the area. Victoria has one 
officer for every 443 resi¬ 
dent compared to 478 for 
Esquimalt, 654 for Saanich, 
778 for Oak Bay, 830 for 
Central Saanich, and 833 
for Sidney. 

The provincial top 10 in 
crime rates are: Chilliwack 
municipality (326.7), Fort 
St. John (251.22), Williams 
Lake (250), Dawson Creek 
(227.94), Prince Rupert 

(214.71) , Langley (206.21), 
Campbell River (198.08), 
Merritt (178.2), Terrace 

(169.71) , and Victoria 
(167.6). 


Ministers, mayors

Provincial Secretary Evan Wolfe and 
Finance Minister Hugh Curtis will cut the 
ribbon soon after 2:30 p.m. with a giant 
pair of brass scissors. 

Assisting them will be the mayors of 
Victoria, Esquimalt and Oak Bay. Acting 
Saanich mayor John Mika will do the 
snipping for Mayor Mel Couvelier. 


The new facility has twice the public 
area of the recently vacated Carnegie 
Building. It also makes accessible to the 
public virtually all of the library’s collec¬ 
tion. 

Other features include a wide variety 
of public seating space as well as three 
meeting spaces available for rental use 
by the public. Below is parking for more 
than 500 cars. 

The move into the new facility brings 
to a close the Greater Victoria Public Li¬ 
brary’s 10-year expansion program which 
included an Oak Bay branch in 1971, the 
Saanich-Victoria branch in 1972 and the 
Nellie McClung branch in 1976. 


Where is study, asks Cooper 

E&N facing new peril 
with Via’s ‘neglect’

The man who was in¬ 
strumental in saving the 
life of the Esquimalt & 
Nanaimo Dayliner in 
1978 says he is afraid the 
little passenger train 
service te facing a new 
peril in the form of ne¬ 
glect on the part of its 
adoptive parent, Via 
Rail. 

John Cooper, chair¬ 
man of the E&N Steer¬ 
ing Committee, says Via 
appears to have no inter¬ 
est in suggested changes 
and is not actively pro¬ 
moting the 224-kilo¬ 
metre service as a tour¬ 
ist attraction. 

A Canadian Transport 
Commission review 
hearing in Novembmer, 
1978, led to a reversal of 
an earlier decision to let 
CP Rail abandon the his¬ 
toric service as an eco¬ 
nomic disaster. 

By that time the steering 
committee, made up most¬ 
ly of railway employees 
like Cooper, had increased 
the Dayliner business by 
400 per cent with a tireless 
campaign to prove the 
worth of the service. 

Via, which had taken 
over responsibility for pas¬ 
senger service across Can¬ 
ada, won a five-year re¬ 
prieve for the Dayliner by 
persuading the CTC review 
committee there was good 


reason to conduct an exten¬ 
sive study. 

SUCH A study would 
show how best the Dayliner 
could serve as part of a 
Vancouver Island service 
incorporating other forms 
of travel. 

“They were going to do 
that study back in Novem¬ 
ber of 1978, but we haven’t 
heard anything since,” 
says Cooper. “It must be 
one hell of a study.’’ 

He maintains that Via 
marketing vice-president 
Garth Campbell, who 
spoke enthusiastically 
about the E&N at the time, 
has since been advocating 
the dumping of regional 
railway services in other 
areas. 

Cooper suspects that 
Campbell was forced to 
speak well of the E&N in 
1978 because local input 
had increased business, but 
that Via would now like to 
forget all about it. 

“It’s not what people say 
that counts, but what they 
do,” says Cooper. 

A WINNIPEG spokes 
man for Via West denied 
that Via has any intention 
of abandoning the Day¬ 
liner, but warned it is not 
prepared to bear the enor¬ 
mous cost of changing the 
current schedule, as has 
been proposed by the steer¬ 
ing committee. 

“If they are asking if we 
are going to run a service 
out of the present schedule 
the answer is, at the mo¬ 
ment, no,” says C. Michael 
Williams, western public 


relations manager for Via. 

He was hard-pressed, 
however, to disprove Coop¬ 
er’s claim that Via is over¬ 
looking the existence of the 
service in its national tour¬ 
ism promotion packages. 

Cooper says recent Via 
newspaper advertisements 
mentioned tours to Vancou¬ 
ver Island, but ignored the 
E&N. 

DURING a telephone in¬ 
terview with the Colonist, 
Williams looked through 
some brochures promoting 
the Island, but found no 
specific mention of the 
Dayliner. 

He feels, though, that the 
promotion will “bring lots 
of people to Victoria” and 
in turn will have an obvious 
effect on the railway. 

“When you’re talking 
about a 140-mile railway in 
a 35,000-mile system, you 
can’t look for mention 
above and beyond the 
others,” says Williams. 

Cooper would settle for 
any kind of mention. 

He says the passenger 
load (there are two cars 
with a total seating capac¬ 
ity of 180) was down about 
one-third in the first three 
months of this year from 
the corresponding period 
in 1979, although it had re¬ 
turned to normal in April. 

ONE OF the reasons for 
the falloff, he believes, is 
the fact he and his commit¬ 
tee were unable to devote 
as much time to promotion 
this winter. 

Cooper, a relatively new 
Victoria alderman, finds 
he Is being kept busy much

of the time with'civic 
duties. 

“I don’t want to go on the 
rest of my life promoting 
the E&N,” he says. “I’ve 
got a life of my own to live, 
too.” 

He feels there is an onus 
on both Via and politicians 
to respond to public support 
of the little railway. The 
politicians come into the 
picture in connection with 
Cooper’s push as an aider- 
man for a downtown ter¬ 
minal that would eneom 
pass various forms of 
travel service. 

“I THINK the people of 
this city and Island made a 
commitment to the E&N, 
not through lip service, but 
by putting up their money 
and filling the seats. 

“Via, and we as elected 
representatives, are going 
to have to take some posi 
live steps.” 


Tsehum marina project: 


Oak Bay developer Ro¬ 
bert Wright appears confi¬ 
dent about developing his 
Tsehum Harbor property 
in North Saanich into 40 
half-acre lots. 

Wright said Thursday 
that his company. North 
Saanich Marina Ltd., has 
submitted development 
plans to council and ex¬ 
pects approval in principle 
in about 60 days.

erty, but I’m not prepared 
to yield one inch of the 
foreshore until competent

Wright said his com 
pany’s development pro¬ 
posal follows the guidelines 
in the community plan. 

About 26 acres of 
Wright’s 36-acre Tsehum 
Harbor property was re¬ 
cently removed from the 
Agricultural Land Re 
serve. 

Council has asked for the 
acreage to be put back into 
the reserve. 


Vic West fights townhouses 


Plans .to sell part of a 
publicly-owned three-'acre 
parcel of land on Vic West’s 
waterfront for a low-den¬ 
sity housing project en¬ 
countered stiff opposition 
Thursday. 

About 30 Victoria West 
residents attended a public 
hearing in the city council 
chamber, all of them op¬ 
posed to a rezoning to ac¬ 
commodate a 21-unit town- 
house project on 1.7 acres 
of the three-acre Rainbow 
site at Russell and Robert. 

The unanimous opinion 
of the residents was that 
the city should retain the 
entire site for park use 
rather than just 1.3 acres. 

Faced with solid opposi¬ 
tion to the plan, council ad¬ 
journed the public hearing 
to the next meeting. 

Meanwhile, the Advisory 


Planning Commission will 
re-examine the merits of 
the proposal. 

Opponents of the scheme 
made repeated reference 
to Vic West’s image as the 
city’s poor cousin. 

Frank Keddie, president 
of the Vic West Community 
Association, told council 
the area had taken a back 
seat to the rest of Victoria 
for so long that the resi¬ 
dents were now demanding 
more than just equal treat¬ 
ment. 

“We’>fe been downtrod¬ 
den for so many years, we 
deserve better,” he said. 

All of the site, Keddie 
said, should be dedicated 
as a park. The percentage 
of old people, he added, was 
lower than in the rest of the 
city, but there were more 
children in Victoria West 


than anywhere else in Vic¬ 
toria. 

“And they need more 
space to play in,” he said. 

Council even had to face 
opposition from unexpect¬ 
ed quarters. 

Peter George, a member 
of the city’s Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Commission, chas¬ 
tized council for wanting to 
rezone the property after 
receiving a $600,000 bid for 
the site. 

How could the neighbors 
get their concerns through 
to council when the city 
stood to make $600,000 f rom 
selling the land, he asked. 

Norman Pearson, who is 
restoring an 1890 home half 
a block from the Rainbow 
site, presented council with 
a 180-signature petition 
against the rezoning. 

He said it was true that at 


the moment Victoria West 
had more parkland per 
population than the rest of 
the city but he added that 
Victoria West also had the 
greatest potential for fu 
ture growth. 

If plans for Victoria West 
were implemented, the 
population would double, 
leaving the area with far 
less parkland on a popula 
tion basis than the rest of 
the city, Pearson said. 

The city purchased the 
property in 1974 from the 
Rainbow sea cadets. Cur¬ 
rent plans were triggered 
by the shortage of afford 
able housing. 

When the city called for 
tenders on the 1.7 acres to 
be sold for low density 
housing, five bids were re¬ 
ceived, ranging from $378,- 
000 to $630,000.

Zemrau, athletic director at University of Alberta, 
doubles as president of the Canadian Interuniversity 
Athletic Union, the august and pompous body which 
oversees the morals of Canadian college athletics. 

Prior to the Canada West conference meetings in 
Vancouver last week, Zemrau made some pointed 
comments regarding the B.C. plan. As introduced by the 
science and communications minister earlier in the year, 
the arrangement allows for 500 selected athletes to 
receive 1,000 tax-dollars each towards an education. 

IN SHORT, ITS MANNA from Victoria — hitherto 
forbidden athletic scholarships. Three hundred volley- 
bailers, basketballers, rowers etc. at University of 
Victoria, University of B.C. and Simon Fraser, have long 
since picked up their 1979-80 cheques. Most of them, and 
200 more, are looking for more bread in the fall. 

Zemrau and the CIAU, normally horrified by the 
spectre of scholarship money, tentatively approved the 
proposal because it conformed with CIAU doctrine. The 
bylaws allow for third-party scholarship, including, ap¬ 
parently, gifties from the public purse. 

Last week, though, Zemrau demurred. The CIAU, he 
said, will have to reconsider the arrangement because of 
an existing clause which allows athletes to become 
eligible for aid after only one year’s residence in our west 
coast fairyland. 

That, said Zemrau sternly, will encourage recruiting. 
Athletes from other provinces might be lured westward 
by the smell of B.C. bucks. 

REPORTS FROM VANCOUVER had Zemrau pre¬ 
dicting, in a somewhat threatening tone, a new evaluation 
of the scheme at CIAU meetings in Halifax next month.

Ruel took over as coach on Dec. 12 last year after

Ruel contract is for the 1980-81 season, but the 
terms were not disclosed.

Last week, Ruel told management that he would 
not coach the team again unless certain elements of 
the team^were gone by next year. He refused to say 
what the elements were. 

He also asked that he be given the authority to hire 
his own assistant coach, but did not reveal the name 
of his candidate. 

Asked if Ruel’s demands had been met, public 
relations director Claude Mouton, replied:“I can’t 
say for sure, but if he has signed a contract he must 
be satisfied,.”

In 1978-79 they improved to a second-place finish 
with a 36-31-13 mark and 85 points. 

This year, however, they slumped back to third 
with a 30-37-13 and 73 points.

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rSoviets blame U.S.n 
for hockey decision 

MOSCOW (Reuter) — Canada’s decision to cancel 
the Canada Cup international ice hockey tourna¬ 
ment next September shows that “it is now becom¬ 
ing difficult to trust the trans-oceanic partners to 
organize international competitions,’ 1 the Soviet 
News agency Tass said Thursday. 

A report by Tass commentator Vladimir Vladi¬ 
mirov said the congress of the Internatidhal Ice 
Hockey Federation in Sweden in June will seek an 
explanation from Canada and may have to apply 
sanctions. 

The report did not say that the Canadian orga¬ 
nizers cancelled the tournament because the play¬ 
ers felt they should support Canadian athletes who 
have been required to boycott the Moscow Olympic 
Games because of Soviet military intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

“It is not difficult to see the reason why the 
Canadians had to give up the idea of holding the 
tournament,” the Tass report said. 

“Perusing the National Hockey League hand¬ 
book. one immediately sees that it is the Americans 
that are the masterminds of Canadian hockey. 

“It is precisely the Americans that own the 
majority of clubs in which players from Canada 
play. Though Canadians, including government of¬ 
ficials, declared that the refusal to participate in the 
Olympics will not affect other competitions, Can¬ 
ada’s southern neighbor did not hesitate to correct 
them,’’ the Tass report said.

Zealand Olympic and Com¬ 
monwealth Games Asso¬ 
ciation, by a 12-5 vote, 
passed a motion endorsing 
Olympic participation.

An earlier motion put to 
defer the decision to May 12 
was defeated. 

And in Hanoi, the Viet¬ 
nam Olympic Committee 
announced at a news con¬ 
ference that an 80-member 


delegation would go to Mos¬ 
cow. 

However, the foreign 
ministry announced in 
Buenos Aires that the Ar¬ 
gentine government has 
decided it will not partici¬ 
pate in the 1980 Games in 
Moscow. 

A communique said the 
government had made the 
decision after careful 
study and after considering 
“the possibility that mas¬ 
sive participation in the 
Olympic Games could be 
interpreted as a demon¬ 
stration of political sup¬ 
port” for the Soviet inva¬ 
sion of Afghanistan.” 

The Argentine govern¬ 
ment “does not desire that 
the participation of its ath-

letes be utilized to confirm 
events that it has described 
as threatening to interna¬ 
tional peace and security,” 
the communique added. 

“Consequently, the Ar¬ 
gentine government, reaf¬ 
firming its principles and 
its clear position in defence 
of Western values . . . has 
decided not to attend the 
1980 Olympic Games.” 

In Paris, the French 
Olympic Committee said it 
will decide May 13 whether 
to support the U.S.-backed 


Olympic boycott or to par¬ 
ticipate in the Moscow 
Games. 

A spokesman for the 
Olympic Committee said 
that reports it already has 
decided to go to Moscow 
only are supposition. 

The French government 
has stated that the final 
decision will be up to the 
Olympic Committee. The 
committee has endorsed 
proposals to eliminate na¬ 
tional flags and anthems 
from the opening cere- 
, mony. 


The spokesman said the 
committee officially had 
not yet been informed of 
the results of the meetings 
in Moscow between Lord 
Killanin, president of the 
International Olympic 
Committee, and Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev.

Meanwhile, the Lake 
Placid Olympic Organizing 
Committee may declare 
bankruptcy within 10 days 
if the federal government 
does not come up with $3.4 
million to pay bills, it was 
reported Thursday. 

Rev. J. Bernard Fell, 
president of LPOOC, said 


he expected to hear by 
today whether they would 
get the aid. LPOOC offi¬ 
cials were not immediately 
reached for comment on 
the report. 

There are already sev¬ 
eral lawsuits against the 
committee by creditors, 
and a bankruptcy would 
give it time to reorganize 
finances under court su¬ 
pervision.

Madlock has been playing pending his appeal of 
the penalties, some of the harshest ever levied 
against a player for onfield behavior. 

Feeney listened to a parade of witnesses, in¬ 
cluding the four umpires on the scene, Crawford, 
Doug Harvey, Andy Olsen and Nick Colosi; Pirate 
vice president Harding (Pete) Peterson and man¬ 
ager Chuck Tanner of the world champion Pirates; 
Stephen Greenberg, Madlock’s attorney; Richie 
Phillips, attorney for the umpires, and Don Fehr, 
attorney representing Marvin Miller, executive 
director of the Players Association. 

Madlock acknowledged that he didn’t know 
whether he actually touched the umpire or not. 

“If I did, it was just accidental,” he said. “It cer¬ 
tainly wasn’t intentional.” 

The umpire, Crawford, insisted that Madlock did 
touch him with the glove and has said he thought at 
first that he had a bloody nose.

Bird can’t fly with sore wing 

so brief career may be over 


DETROIT (AP) — Mark 
(The Bird) Fidrych can’t 
pitch and Jim Campbell 
wonders if he ever will 
again. 

Campbell, the Detroit 
Tigers’ president and gen¬ 
eral manager, said he 
would fly to Evansville, 
Ind., today where Fidrych 
is assigned to the Triplets 
of the American Associa¬ 
tion. 

Campbell will huddle 
with Fidrych, Triplets’ 
manager Jim Leyland and 
Chuck Murphy, general 
manager of the Triple A 
club. 

Fidrych, who was on the 
Tigers’ spring training ros¬ 
ter, was shipped to the 
Triplets just before Detroit 
broke camp. 

In four starts at Evans¬ 
ville, however, the 1976 
American League rookie of 
the year has pitched 15 2/3 
innings, given up 25 hits, is 
0-2 and has a 9.39 eamed- 
run average. 

In his last start, Friday, 
Fidrych pitched to four 
men, getting one out and 
giving up three hits against 
Oklahoma City. 

“I don’t have the first 
idea what we’re going to 
do,” Campbell said Thurs¬ 


day. “I’m just going down 
to visit. 

“Certainly, we’re con¬ 
cerned. My greatest hope is 
that Mark can pitch again. 
But hope springs eternal, I 
guess. I just don’t know, 
though. I wish I did.” 

After posting a 19-9 rec¬ 
ord in his rookie season, 
Fidrych injured his knee in 
spring training the follow¬ 
ing year. After the knee 
heeled, he hurt his arm and 
never has been the same 
since. Fidrych was 6-4 in 
1977, 2-0 in 1978 and 0-3 last 
season. 

Murphy said Thursday 
that Fidrych “has no veloc¬ 
ity, no snap” when he 
pitches. 

“He won’t say his arm 
hurts,” Murphy said. 
“He’ll doubletalk you. 

“He doesn’t have any¬ 
thing on the ball. He’s just 
not pitching like he used 

to.” 

Murphy said, however, 
that Fidrych has changed 
his motion while throwing 
in the bullpen the last week. 
In the meantime, the 25- 
year-old ptcher is out of the 
Triplets rotation. 

“He’s sort of in a^gray 
area right now,” Murphy 
said. “We’ve got to think 


about the rest of the 
team.” 

Campbell would not rule 
out surgery on Fidrych’s 
right shoulder, although he 
conceded that such opera¬ 
tions on baseball pitchers 
generally have been unsuc¬ 
cessful. 

“I don’t know the an¬ 
swer,” Campbell admitted. 
“1 know one thing; right 
now he can’t pitch.” 

Even though he is as¬ 
signed to Evansville, Fi¬ 
drych remains on the 
Tigers’ 40-man roster and 
will receive his full $130,000 


salary this year, regard¬ 
less of what is decided over 
the weekend. 

Fidrych needs 10 more 
days in the major leagues 
to qualify for his pension. 
Campbell promised Fi¬ 
drych two years ago he 
would get that, no matter 
what. If he no longer could 
pitch, Fidrych would 
qualify simply by being 
placed on Detroit’s dis¬ 
abled list for 10 days. 

“He’s got a hell of an 
attitude,” Murphy said. “I 
hope everything’s going to 
be all right.”

NEW YORK (AP) — Negotiations for a new major 
league baseball players agreement drone on today 
as the May 22 deadline for a players* strike grows 
imminent. 

“Tougher than negotiations between U.S. Steel and the 
Steel Workers Union?” responded Marvin Miller, director 
of the players’ association, to a reporter’s question. “No, I 
wouldn’t say so. 

“Just more boring and more frustrating. We’re wasting 
our time with trivialities.” 

“If they are trivial issues, Marvin must remem¬ 
ber they are his issues, not ours,” said Raymond 
Grebey, a lawyer for the clubs. “Since the first of 
April we have done nothing but discuss the players’ 
issues—some 100 of them at the start. ” 

Nerves are taut as time draws closer for a shutdown of 
major league ball parks — which neither side wants. 

Negotiators have been poring over sheaths of typewrit¬ 
ten papers spread over a large conference table — the 
give and take, the nuts and bolts but not the guts of their 
differences.

The gut issues are the length of free agent eligibility 
(now fixed at six years with players urging a reduction to 
four or five) and compensation for talent lost in the draft. 
The pension plan is next in importance. 

Miller accuses baseball of trying to destroy the 
players’ newly-gained free agency. Grebey regards 
the allegations as rhetoric for headline purposes. 

Grebey, unlike Miller, tends to duck lobby news 
conferences, saying he prefers not to negotiate in 
the media. 

“There are two things I can’t understand,” he said. 
“First, why the players would want to strike. 

“Secondly, what are they striking for? They have 
the best wages and best playing conditions in all 
sports. I don’t see why they can’t continue playing 
until these issues are resolved — even if takes a 
year. Basketball did it.” 

The players’ position has been well documented by 
Miller.

Broadbent faces Quebec showdown 


OTTAWA (CP)—Ed Broadbent's mid¬ 
dle-of-the-road policies on Quebec inde¬ 
pendence and foreign affairs are expect¬ 
ed to be the topics of heated discussion 
this weekend when the New Democratic 
Party federal council meets here. 

Ideological splits on the Quebec issue 
have dogged the party for years, with 
some rank-and-file members saying the 
federal government should be willing to 
negotiate sovereignty-association and 
other members rallying behind Broad- 
bent’s opposition to such negotiations. 

Broadbent’s view Is shared by such 
other NDP luminaries as Saskatchewan 


Premier Allan Blakeney and Michael 
Cassidy, Ontario NDP leader. 

The federal council, the party's gov¬ 
erning body between national conven¬ 
tions, may pass a resolution this weekend 
expanding the party’s position, Svend Ro¬ 
binson, MP for Burnaby, and a council 
member, said in an interview. 

At the last national convention in No¬ 
vember, 11179, a resolution was passed 
reaffirming a party position that “the 
people of Quebec have the right to make 
their choice without coercion.’’ 

Hie motion also urged Quebec “to sup¬ 
port a renewed Canadian federation dedi¬ 


cated to cultural and economic equality 
and Canadian political and economic in¬ 
dependence.” 

Stronger resolutions clearly support¬ 
ing Quebec's right to self-determination 
and a willingness to negotiate so¬ 
vereignty-association died. 

The resolutions, however, were resur¬ 
rected by the party's Ontario branch at a 
meeting last month and are expected to be 
aired at the weekend meeting. 

The federal council meeting comes at 
a particularly crucial time — less than 
two weeks before the May 20 Quebec 
referendum. 


Broadbent has been walking a tight 
rope in the campaign — joining neither 
the no or yes forces. Many members of the 
Quebec wing say they will vote yes in the 
referendum although Broadbent de¬ 
scribes himself as a federalist. 

Broadbent has made one speech in 
Montreal during the campaign, reaffirm¬ 
ing his opposition to negotiating so¬ 
vereignty-association but asking the fed- 
eral government to convene a 
federal-provincial constitutional confer¬ 
ence to reform the constitution regardless 
of the referendum results.

VANCOUVER, Wash. 
(AP) — A new series of 
harmonic earthquakes in¬ 
dicating the presence of 
magma, or molten rock, on 
Thursday could mean an 
increase in the danger of 
lava eruptions and land¬ 
slides from Mount St. 
Helens, scientists said. 


The volcano also contin¬ 
ued belching black ash¬ 
laden plumes for the sec¬ 
ond day after a 16-day 
period in whictumly steam 
was seen escaping from the 
summit crater. 

The major concern con¬ 
tinued to be an area about 
two kilometres by one kilo¬ 


metre that is bulging out¬ 
ward about 1# metres a 
day from the volcano’s 
north flank. 

Scientists have said the 
deformation at the 2,400- 
raetre level could break 
loose in one or a series of 
landslides, wiping out 
forests in the path of the 


BELGRADE (AP) — President Josip Broz Tito was 
buried Thursday in a quiet hillside garden, having come to 
the end of a “long, painful road” as wartime hero, 
natfthal patriarch and world leader. 

The metalworker who replaced a king was laid to 
rest after one of the century’s largest state funer¬ 
als and after his political heirs pledged continued al- 
legTShce to his brand of independent communism. 

Belgrade, which had grown so silent before the 
funeral that birds could be heard singing on its empty 
main streets, remained^bdued afterward. Traffic re¬ 
mained scarce and the few people on the boulevards 
movgd quietly. A period of national mourning continues 
unlH Sunday. 

BUT DURING THE FUNERAL jet fighters roared 
overhead and thousands of troops slow-marched behind a 
gun carriage carrying Tito’s flag-draped coffin as it 
rolled past hundreds of thousands of solemn Yugoslavs 
packing Belgrade’s sidewalks for the two-hour procession 
from the parliament building to the Tito estate. 

There, the oak coffin was lowered into a gleaming 
white marble vault in the garden overlooking the city 
as gunfire rolled over the Danube River and sirens 
wailed across the country. 

A host of kings, presidents and world leaders — 
envoys from 115 countries — had gathered at the gra- 
vesite under a bright spring sky as Yugoslav President 
Lazar Kolisevski read the eulogy to Yugoslavia’s leader 

of 35 years. 

“WE ARE PROUD OF everything that you were, 
what you will always be and of everything that you have 
left behind you,’’ he said. 

Tito was buried on the 35th anniversary of VE 
Day, the time when he left behind years as a Commu¬ 
nist partisan leader and began his long turn at Yugosla¬ 
via’s helm. By 1948, he had taken his country out of the 
Soviet bloc and in later years he helped found the 
movement of non-aligned countries. He died last Sunday, 
three days before his 88th birthday. 

“You have traversed this whole, long, painful road, 
leaving in your wake one of the deepest traces that a 
man can imprint upon history,” Kolisevski said. ‘‘Our 
people thank you for their most precious possession — 
that of being sovereign masters of their fate.*’ 

AT A CEREMONY IN FRONT of the parliament 
building earlier. Communist Party Leader Stevan 
Doronjski said Yugoslavia’s break with the Soviet Union 
was “one of the turning points in the history of our move¬ 
ment.” 

Tito’s independent communism and efforts to main¬ 
tain internal Yugoslav unity were essential for the 
country’s future, he said. 

Kolisevski and Doronjski currently head collective 
leaderships to which Tito bequeathed his roles as 
head of state and of party. 

Among the world figures gathered nearby was So¬ 
viet President Leonid Brezhnev, who grew weary and 
three times sat down while others were standing. 
The 73-year-old Brezhnev sat again at the burial cere¬ 
mony. 

GOVERNOR GENERAL EDWARD Schreyer led the 
Canadian delegation, which included Senator Jean Mar- 
chand, Finance Minister Allan MacEachen, Saskatche¬ 
wan Premier Allan Blakeney and New Brunswick Pre¬ 
mier Richard Hatfield. 

Vice-President Walter Mondale headed the U.S. dele¬ 
gation, standing near President Carter’s mother, Lillian, 
another delegation member. 

Prime Minister Trudeau, President Carter and Presi¬ 
dent Valery Giscard d’Estaing of France were among 
those who did not attend. In Carter’s case, the U.S. 
president’s absence resulted in criticism from a number 
of European centres, including an editorial in the London 
Times which described it as another example of the 
“muddled” thinking in the White House. 

IN WASHINGTON, ONE U.S. official said it would be 
inappropriate for Carter to be “showboating in Bel¬ 
grade while Rome burns,” a reference to the IraniarPw 

hostage crisis. 

Tito’s widow, Jovanka Broz, who dropped from public 
view almost three years ago, marched behind the gun 
carriage in the procession, weeping, her face contorted, 
flanked by Tito’s sons Zujk and Misa. 

Farther ahead in the procession, former foreign 
minister Koea Popovic marched with bemedaled national 
heroes in his first public appearance since a purge eight 
years ago Popovic, a 72-year-old liberal Communist who 
resigned in 1972 as a member of the collective state 
presidency, had unexpectedly appeared Thursday as one 
of the officially chosen members of the guard of honor 
for Tito’s coffin. 


Blast kills 16 police 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) — An ex¬ 
plosion destroyed a police station Thurs¬ 
day in a suburb of Peshawar, killing 16 
policemen and injuring 16, witnesses re¬ 
ported. 

They said the death toil could rise when 
debris is cleared from the explosion 
site in the suburb of Pistakhara, about 160 
kilometres west of here. Two shops near 
the police station also were reported des¬ 
troyed and the suburb’s power supply was 
disrupted. 

Officials did not say what caused the 
explosion, but sources said it could be

convention. 

Some 2,500 delegates en¬ 
dorsed a resolution to 
throw the weight of the 2.3- 
million-member CLC be¬ 
hind the postal workers 
moments after postal union 


Fryer challenged 
by protester 


in tight vote race 


WINNIPEG (CP) — Dennis McDermott and the 
members of his establishment slate for the executive 
of the Canadian Labor Congress swept all 20 positions in 
elections for the leadership of the country’s labor move¬ 
ment Thursday. 

McDermott himself was easily returned for a second 
two-year term as CLC president. His only opponent, Len 
Roach, a virtually unknown president of a Toronto-a re a 
Canadian Union of Public Employees local, captured 
almost 23 per cent of the votes despite a late candidacy. 

Three other protest candidates challenged the slate, 
but the only serious threat came from Dave Patterson, 
president of the United Steelworkers local at Inco Ltd. in 
Sudbury, Ont. Patterson was only 200 votes behind incum¬ 
bent John Fryer for the last of the 10 vice president-at- 
large posts. 

Fryer, general secretary of the British Columbia 
Government Employees’ Union, has run into trouble 
recently for a published report quoting him as calling a 
provincial nurses contract settlement excessive. 

Fryer, who captured 1,473 votes from the 2,500 voting 
delegates, also suffered from the last-minute anti-es¬ 
tablishment candidacy of Kay McNamara, a CUPE 
hospital local president from Sudbury. 

CLC secretary-treasurer Donald Montgomery faced 
opposition for re-election from George Hewison, trea¬ 
surer of the Vancouver-based United Fishermen and 
Allied Workers Union. Hewison won almost a third of the 
ballots cast. 


president Jean-Claude 
Parrot said his union was 
prepared “to strike until 
hell freezes over.’’ 

Adoption of the resolu¬ 
tion marked the end of 
three days of behind-the- 
scenes manoeuvreing in 
which union members 
dropped a plan to castigate 
CLC president Dennis 
McDermott on grounds he 
did not back the postal 
workers in their 1978 strike 
and counselled them to 
obey back-to-work legisla¬ 
tion. 

“I believe it’s time for us 
as delegates in this house of 
labor to put that division 
behind us,’’ said Bob White, 
Canadian director of the 
United Auto Workers and 
head of a committee which 
worked out the resolution 
of support without leader¬ 
ship criticism. 

In a related surprise 
move, Parrot told report¬ 
ers he had decided to be¬ 
come a candidate in 
today’s CLC election of ex¬ 
ecutive officers. But Par¬ 
rot laterchanged his mind 
and saidhe would not seek 
election. 

In a standing vote punc¬ 
tuated by applause for Par¬ 
rot, delegates passed the 
resolution pledging CLC 
support for the postal union 
in its contract negotiations. 
It says a CLC-postal union 
meeting will be convened to 
organize a plan of action. 

The resolution does not 
directly mention strike 
support but Parrot told the 
convention his 23,000-mem¬ 
ber union would probably 


need help from fellow 
unions on picket lines, in 
public demonstrations, 
messages of protest to the 
government, strike com¬ 
mittees and financial as¬ 
sistance. 

Shirley Carr, CLC execu¬ 


tive vice-president, said 
the resolution was meant to 
tell the government ^you 
now have the full weight of 
the Canadian labor move¬ 
ment on your shouhftrs 
when you fool around with 
the postal workers.” 


Quebec delegate 


vows campaign 
to pull 400,000 : 


WINNIPEG (CP) — An angry Quebec construction 
union delegate attacked the Canadian Labor Congress 
from the floor of its national convention Thursday, 
vowing to do all he could to pull 400,000 building trades 
workers out of the national labor organization. 

Jean des Groseillers, a Montreal official of*'the 
Sheet Metal Workers International Association, told 
delegates of the settlement Wednesday of province- 
wide construction talks in Quebec, “achieved wittrno 
thanks to this congress.” 

Many construction union locals loyal to the ^5:S.- 
based Building Trades Department are staging a boycott 
of the CLC convention, complaining about its failure tflact 
against the Quebec Federation of Labor for its involve¬ 
ment in the Quebec construction talks. 

The QFL, with the aide of a CLC staff person, heiped 
establish a parallel construction bargaining board foV six 
unions which bolted from thfe provincial building trades 
council this spring. . 

The QFL also won a temporary court orderJjast 
month banning the council from signing any agree¬ 
ment affecting Quebec’s 100,000 construction work¬ 
ers with the provincial contractors’ association. 

That injunction expired on the eve of the corifr&ct 
settlement, an agreement supported by both union 
factions and the 30,000 construction workers affitlat- 
ed to a third union group, the Confederation of ^Na¬ 
tional Trade Unions. 


Tourism outlook bright 


FREDERICTON (CP) — Canada’s 
$300-million tourism deficit may not 
seem like something to rave about, 
but it is one of the reasons the federal 
government’s tourism marketing 
director is so cheerful about the in¬ 
dustry’s future. 

Pierre Turcotte, director of mar¬ 
keting operations for the federal of¬ 
fice of tourism, said Wednesday 
there had been a dramatic turn¬ 
around in the fortunes of Canada’s 
tourism industry over the past two to 
three years. 

Turcotte said the immediate and 
long-term future outlook for tourism 
in Canada was “very encouraging.’’ 

The $800-million deficit, the differ¬ 
ence between what Canadians took 
out of the country and visitors 
brought in, was a prime indicator that 


Canada’s hard times as a tourism 
destination were ending. 

“In 1978, Canada had a deficit in its 
international balance of payments 
travel account of over $1.7 billion 
and in 1979, that deficit dropped to 
just under $1.1 billion,” Turcotte 
said. 


“Our deficit projection for 
1980 ... is around $800 million. The 
amount may seem again extremely 
large, but when you consider what it 
was two or three years ago, and the 
progress made over a very short 
period of time, it’s a very, very 
striking trend.’’ 

Turcotte said the devalued Cana¬ 
dian dollar and a wealth of gasoline 
compared to the U.S. served to keep 
Canadians at home and lured more 


visitors from across the border and 
overseas. 

Turcotte was in Fredericton to 
meet with provincial tourism repre¬ 
sentatives from New Brunswick, 
Prince Edward Island and New¬ 
foundland on the first leg of a cross¬ 
country tour to assess the tourism 
outlook and marketing prospects in 
each province. 

He said the Rockies remained Can¬ 
ada’s No. 1 one draw, but Atlantic 
Canada had become one of the most 
popular tourist destinations, espe¬ 
cially for other Canadians. 

Turcotte said the federal tourism 
office did not give advice to the 
provinces on how to package the 
hospitality industry, but he would like 
to see more pressure put on busi¬ 
nesses to offer fair exchange rates.

• Adopting a develop¬ 
ment cost charge bylaw 
solely for acquisition of 
parkland. 

• Selling or trading 
municipal property on Eric 
Road to obtain parkland. 

• Improving erosion pro¬ 
tection in Mount Douglas 
Park. 

• Stricter enforcement 
of the tree protection bylaw 
in the designated water¬ 
front areas in the Braefoot 
area. 

• Other means of sewage 
disposal in Gordon Head's 
coastal areas.

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B.C. faces $2 billion oil bill 


By JIM HUME 

Colonist reporter 

B.C. could be paying up to $2 billion a year 
for crude oil by 1985 if Alberta achieves its 
objective of reaching world oil prices. 

That is part of the message Norman Didur, a 
director of the Vancouver Island Gas Company, 
will deliver to the Victoria Chamber of Com¬ 
merce symposium on energy which opens at the 
Empress hotel this morning. 

Didur told the Colonist Thursday that even if 
oil prices did not increase, oil imports would 
soon surpass the $600 million spent last year to 
bring crude in from Alberta unless alter¬ 
native energy sources were used. 

While B.C. does not import offshore oil “it 
still means a flow of $600 million a year rising to 
$2 billion a year if world prices come in, out of 
the province,” Didur said. 


“LAST YEAR B.C. spent $60 million it 
shouldn’t have to spend when it is so rich in 
natural gas,” he said. 

He admitted that Inter-City Gas, the parent 
company of Vancouver Island Gas, would be in 
the running for distrubution rights if natural 
gas ever comes to Vancouver Island. 

“But I would ask you to believe me when I 
say that there’s far more to my interest than 
just the opportunity to see my company make a 
dollar, ” he said. “It just doesn’t make sense for 
B.C., or for Canada for that matter, to be 
pumping billions of dollars out of the province 
or the country when it has more than a self-suf¬ 
ficiency of natural gas.” 

Didur said he was familiar with the recent 
publication of B.C.’s energy policy and praised 
the government for listing reduced oil con¬ 
sumption as one of its major targets. 


IN 1978, THE latest complete figures avail¬ 
able, natural gas provided 26.4 per cent Of the 
total energy needs of Canada. Last year in B.C. 
natural gas provided about 22 per cent of total 
energy needs. 

Didur said B.C. had the potential to increase 
the use of natural gas to a range of 30 to 35 per

“That means as far as British Columbia is con- 
emed that we are planning to expand Kent by about 100 
cells (from its present 190) and rebuild Mountain,” 
Yeomans said in an interview Wednesday. 

He acknowledged the “tragic business” that had 
raised community concern about the continued exis¬ 
tence of Mountain Prison—a murder April 28 in which 
a prisoner who escaped from the medium-security institu¬ 
tion has been charged. 

But with the rebuilding, he said, there would be a 
far greater degree of security than could be afforded 
in the present outdated prison, originally slapped together 
in the early 1960s as a compound for convicted Sons of 
Freedom Doukhobor fire terrorists. 


at present rates of con¬ 
sumption this could pro¬ 
vide B.C. with fuel for 
thousands of years or keep 
all of Canada fuelled foir a 
century. 

He said the only country 
currently engaged in large- 
scale coal conversion is 
South Africa. An he said it 
was difficult to estimate 
the cost of similar plants at 
Hat Creek. 

It might be possible to get 
up to four barrels of oil for 
each ton of coal in a rich 
field, said Dr. Bob Stewart, 
deputy science minister, 
but “we might be able to 
get about one barrel of oil 
for one ton of low-grade 
coal, like Hat Creek.” 

Stewart said that none of 
the current recovery pro¬ 
cesses was economically 
feasible at Canadian or 
world oil prices. 

And even if research 
should find an economic¬ 
ally feasible way to liquify 
coal, it would be 1990 before 
a plant could become oper¬ 
able. 

It would cost $3 billion, in 
1980 dollars, to build such a 
plant, Stewart said, and 
probably would employ 2,- 
000 people.

OTTAWA (UPC) - The 
Pacific Rim Conference, 
postponed by Canada’s 
change in government, will 
be held in Vancouver Nov. 
21-23, Minister of State for 
Trade Ed Lumley an¬ 
nounced Wednesday. 

Lumley will chair the 
conference of business, 
labor and academic lead¬ 
ers as well as respresenta- 
tives of the federal and 
provincial governments on 
Canada’s relations with 
other Pacific nations. 

The Pacific countries 
have a projected annual 
economic growth of eight 
per cent in this decade, 
Lumley said. Canada trade 
with the region last year 
was worth $11.1 billion. 

The previous Conserva¬ 
tive government had an¬ 
nounced plans for the con¬ 
ference earlier in the year. 
The Liberal government 
elected Feb. 18 had said 
they intended to hold a 
similar meeting.

ight amendments to the 
School Act introduced in 
the Legislature Thursday 
by Education Minister 
Brian Smith. 

“The proposed amend¬ 
ments will provide in¬ 


creased informality in the 
grievance and appeal pro¬ 
cess while protecting the 
rights of teachers,” Smith 
said. 

The amendments are 
based on recommendations 
by Stan Evans, former as¬ 
sistant general secretary 


of the B.C Teachers’ Fed¬ 
eration, commissioned, by 
the ministry in 1977 to study 
teacher grievances and ap¬ 
peals. 

The amendments also 
clarify that school boards 
may hire teachers for 
either part-time or full¬ 
time employment, and re¬ 



fine student teacher rights 
in the classroom. 

The bill contains provi¬ 
sions that will enable 
school districts to assist in 
the cost of educating a stu¬ 
dent outside the province. 
This will permit districts 
such as School District 87 
(Stikine) to enrol students 
in Whitehorse secondary 
school. 

The bill introduced by 
Smith also proposes that 
new trustees take office 


Dec. 1, rather than Jan. 1, a 
move which parallels the 
Municipal Act. 

The bill also includes an 
amendment which will en¬ 
able cabinet to fix both the 
amount and method of de- 
terming the remuneration 
of school trustees, rather 
than having the level fixed 
in legislation. Present leg¬ 
islation limits remunera 
tion to $2,000 a year, which 
the minister feels is no 
longer appropriate. 


Three key paragraphs lost 
in insurance text printing 


Omy tnose in the printing 
business could understand 
how three key paragraphs 
in revised marine insur¬ 
ance legislation could dis¬ 
appear between text and 
printed version. 

That’s what happened 
when the provincial gov¬ 
ernment decided to update 
its marine insurance laws. 

Sections 10,11 and 12, all 
intended to remain, some¬ 
how got lost, and the omis¬ 


sion came to the attention 
of Charles Barber (NDP— 
Victoria). 

He expressed concern in 
the Legislature Wednesday 
that Section 10’s disappear¬ 
ance in particular could 
have drastic effects on 
boat-owners. The section 
states that “a partial inter¬ 
est (in a boat) of any nature 
is insurable.” 

If that section were de¬ 
leted, Barber said, it would 


mean that dual owners of a 
boat would be out of luck in 
the event of an accident. 

Attorney-General Allan 
Williams said the omis¬ 
sions had already been 
spotted. 

He said they were un¬ 
fortunately left out during 
the printing of the amend¬ 
ments, but promised legis¬ 
lation to make reintroduc¬ 
tion of the amendments 
retroactive.

Auto injury payout policy 
will become law with bill 


Changes to legislation in¬ 
troduced to the Legislature 
Thursday will make law 
one of the Insurance Corp. 
of B.C.’s payout policies, 
ending a two-year legal 
controversy. 

Under the Automobile In¬ 
surance Act as it stands, it 
has been ICBC policy to 
pay bodily injury claims up 
to the full coverage carried 
by the insured driver. 

Another change will re¬ 
sult in the victim of a 
hit-and-run accident, when 
the car causing the acci¬ 
dent is stolen, being able to 
make a claim and not be 
subject to a $150 deduct¬ 
ible. 


Also, ICBC insurance co¬ 
verage will automatically 
expire 60 days after some¬ 
one has permanently re¬ 


moved a vehicle from B.C. 
The change will not affect 
motorists on vacation for 
more than 60 days. 


Aid to solar gear tests 


A $5,000 fund has been 
made available to assist in 
performance-testing for 
B.C. companies manufac¬ 
turing solar collecting 
equipment, the energy 
ministry has announced. 

The National Research 
Council currently covers 
the cost of transporting 
solar equipment to a test¬ 


ing facility in Toronto, plus 
half the testing fee. The 
B.C. government is offer¬ 
ing to pay the other half. 

Energy Minister Robert 
McCelland said the offer 
was intended primarily to 
help established manufac¬ 
turers make the transition 
from prototypes to produc¬ 
tion solar equipment.

Magic bullet^ 
for cancer?

NEW YORK - On the 11th floor of 
Memorial Sloan-Kettering Cancer 
Centre, in a locked freezer connected 
by alarm to a guard, sits $6,250 worth of 
interferon. 

The interferon, the color of thin 
apple cider, is frozen into 25 bullet¬ 
shaped plastic capsules each contain¬ 
ing a fifth of a teaspoon. 

“We hope it works like a bullet,” 
says research aide Kathleen Cox, as 
she thaws one capsule for a patient’s 
daily injection by holding it in her 
hand. 

There were other “bullets” in 
medicine. But for every one that hit the 
mark, there were a hundred ricochets. 

But will interferon prove to be the 
“magic bullet” for cancer? 

The answer is that no one yet 
knows. Discovered 23 years ago as a 
potent natural enemy of viruses, inter¬ 
feron has assumed its new role—that of 
cancer fighter—only in the past few 
years. 

There have been promising results 
in a few early trials, but a wide and 
dangerous gulf separates “promising” 
from "practical.” 

Interferon’s chief advantage—the 
fact that it is a natural product and less 
toxic than other anti-cancer drugs—is 
also its chief disadvantage. It must be 
painstakingly extracted from living 
cells. A course of treatment today can 
run $30,000 or more. 

There has never been enough inter¬ 
feron for normal new drug tests. In 
tests so far, it has had mixed results, 


often not as good as standard anti-can¬ 
cer chemotherapy. 

No one knows what cancers inter¬ 
feron works best against, which pa¬ 
tients will respond, how much is need¬ 
ed or whether it would work with other 
drugs. 

Nearly the same uncertainty pre¬ 
vails with respect to viruses. Many 
doctors think interferon could be the 
drug of choice against such incurable 
diseases as herpes, hepatitis, rabies 
and even colds and flu. But the avail¬ 
able quantities are so minuscule, its 
effect cannot be proved. 

The best hope yet of cracking the 
supply problem came in January, 
when a Swiss-based firm, Biogen SA, 
announced it had made interferon 
from bacteria altered through recom¬ 
binant DNA. And with that announce¬ 
ment came a resurgence in hope for a 
wonder drug that was born a score of 
years ago. 

Scientists think they can grow vast 
quantities of interferon cheaply by 
culturing bacteria in big fermentation 

vats. 

But commercial quantities of the 
product are still years away at best. 
And in the meantime, some scien¬ 
tists worry that the publicity surround¬ 
ing interferon is raising false hopes. 

“The problem may be one of too- 
great expectations,” says one editor of 
a top scientific journal, asking not to be 
named. “The interferon supporters 
are so enthusiastic that some of them 
may have lost a little perspective.” 

Yet all agree, if interferon lives up 
to its promise, it will revolutionize 
medicine. 


Medical revolution looming? 


“We’ve barely learned how to 
work with it, and the materials we’re 
working with are extraordinarily im¬ 
pure,” says Dr. Jordan Gutterman of 
M.D. Anderson Hospital and Tumor In¬ 
stitute in Houston, a leader in using 
interferon against cancer. 

“It’s going to take time, money and 
research to get it moving. But I think 
this is opening the door to a whole 
new way of thinking about controlling 
disease.” 

British virologist Alick Isaacs 
thought the same thing when he stum¬ 
bled onto interferon 23 years ago. 

Isaacs and a Swiss colleague, Jean 
Lindenmann, were investigating the 
curious fact that cells infected with one 
kind of virus were often protected 
against infection by a second virus. 

This phenomenon, known as “viral 
interference,” was discovered in the 
1930s. It is the reason people who 
catch flu rarely come down with a 
second virus, despite their weakened 
condition. 

Isaacs and Lindenmann infected 
chick membranes with a heat-inacti¬ 
vated flu virus and showed that the 
membranes became resistant to live 
virus. 

But to their surprise, the same 
protection was conferred on fresh 
membrane that had not been exposed 
to the virus, but had only been bathed 
in the same fluid as the original mem¬ 
branes. 

The scientists reasoned that the 
first membranes must have secreted 
some protective factor into the fluid. 
They named it interferon. 

The discovery quickly caught 
other researchers’ attention. 

Scientists learned that interferon 


was a protein of unknown structure 
secreted by many living cells when 
infected by virus. 

Interferon—or interferons, since 
there were several types—did not kill 
viruses directly. Instead, they acted as 
messengers, travelling to healthy cells 
and causing metabolic changes that 
blocked virus infection and reproduc¬ 
tion. 

A British study group was set up to 
use interferon in therapy. But scien¬ 
tists grew discouraged when it became 
clear that interferon was made in such 
small quantities that purifying it for 
study would be almost impossible. 

Interferon became “the field of a 
small group of believers,” Dr. Math- 
ilde Krim of Sloan-Kettering recalls. 

Still, the work went on. In Finland, 
Dr. Kari Cantell found a technique to 
produce leukocyte interferon from 
white blood cells, and his laboratory is 
still the world’s main source of sup¬ 
ply. In France, Dr. Ion Gresser showed 
interferon could inhibit tumors in ro¬ 
dents. In Sweden, Dr. Hans Strander 
showed interferon effective in pro¬ 
longing life in an often-fatal bone 
cancer. In the U.S., Thomas Menigan 
of Stanford University used an in¬ 
terferon-laced nasal spray to thwart 
the common cold. 

In 1978, New York philanthropist 
Mary Lasker bought enough interferon 
to enable Gutterman at M.D. Anderson 
to treat cancers of the lymph sys¬ 
tem, bone marrow and breast—a gift 
never made public. 

But in seven of 18 women with 
breast cancers, the tumors shrank, and 
in mid-1978 Gutterman went to the 
American Cancer Society for $2 million 
to continue. 


Victories are significant 


His results were typical of inter¬ 
feron’s effects on cancer. In some 
cases, no effect; in some, shrinkage 
or disappearance; in others, the 
tumors usually reappeared. Re¬ 
searchers were left to wonder: would 
more or stronger interferon have made 
a difference? 

The cancer society put an initial 
$2.1 million into a 150-patient, country¬ 
wide trial at nine centres, including 
Sloan-Kettering. The grant, already 
the largest in the society’s history, has 
more than doubled since. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. National Can¬ 
cer Institute plans to spend $8 million 
to $11 million this year to begin treating 
150 patients. 

"What we find in this group will 
dictate what we do in the future,” says 
Dr. Vincent DeVita, the institute’s act¬ 
ing director. “If it requires we lest 
another 1,000 patients next year, we 
will do it. We are committed to buy 
enough interferon to test it, period.” 

DeVita traces the current explo¬ 
sion in interferon research to “a criti¬ 
cal mass of information” that came 
together a few years ago. 

Scientists learned that besides 
fighting viruses, interferon inhibited 
cell growth and also depressed the 
production of disease-fighting antibo¬ 
dies. 

Perhaps most important, it also 
seemed to goad into action a new and 
mysterious type of cell called the 
“natural killer” cell. 

This cell, discovered seven years 
ago, differs from other weapons in the 
immune system, which takes five to 12 
days to make antibodies against each 


new invader—too slow for many 

viruses. 

Natural killer cells seem to circu¬ 
late harmlessly in the blood until inter¬ 
feron appears, then begin gobbling up 
viruses, virus-infected cells and even 
tumor cells, with no need of anti¬ 
bodies. 

The basic problem remains. Inter¬ 
feron is hard to come by. Cantell’s 
method requires a constant source 
of blood and produces interferon less 
than one-per-cent pure. Other methods 
have their drawbacks. 

Interferon is made of a chain of 150 
amino acids, the building blocks of pro¬ 
tein, arranged in a specific order. 

If scientists knew which of the 
about 1,000 genes active in human cells 
made interferon, they could insert it 
into the genetic heart of bateria as a 
factory to make interferon. But there 
has never has been enough interferon 
around of sufficient purity to decode its 
amino acid sequence. 

Researchers at California Insti¬ 
tute of Technology have managed 
through the use of new and sensitive 
equipment to decode large segments of 
the interferon molecule. About the 
same time, Dr. Charles Weissmann of 
Zurich announced he had made human 
leukocyte Interferon from bacteria. He 
and his associates avoided decoding 
problems by using a shotgun ap¬ 
proach. 

They simply infected bacteria by 
infusing a barrelfull of human genes 
and sorting through the resulting 20,000 
growing bacterial colonies to find the 
six or so that were producing in¬ 
terferon. 


Finding care behind the mask

TORONTO — Children are told the needle 
will hurt and the cough syrup tastes awful—but 
that both are necessary to make them better. 

The days have past when doctors and 
nurses told their young patients they wouldn’t 
feel a thing and health care professionals 
say it’s part of a humane approach to child 
health care which makes young patients hap¬ 
pier and may even speed recovery. 

Some hospitals have special pre-admission 
visiting programs to prepare children before 
they go in for an operation. There are also 
pre-operation programs for children just after 
they are admitted. 

Many of these changes are the work of 
members of the Association for Care of Chil¬ 
dren in Hospital, an international multi-disci¬ 
plinary organization of parents, nurses, doctors 
and social workers who want to humanize 
hospital care for children. 

At Toronto’s Hospital for Sick Children, 
some patients scheduled for orthopedic sur¬ 
gery, for example, are shown a film featuring 
Miss Piggy from the Muppets as a nurse. 

Children are encouraged to play with dolls 
and help put a cast on the toy matching the cast 


that will go on their Own bodies. The doll 
in the cast stays with the child until his or her 
own cast comes off. 

Ann Evans, the hospital’s senior nursing 
co-ordinator, said the medical staff does not 
always have time to do that with every child 
—definitely not with emergency admissions— 
but they try to pick out the ones that require 
extra attention. 

This extra effort to help calm a child’s fear 
seems to pay off. 

“If a child reacts with anxiety it could delay 
his approach to healing,” Miss Evans said. “A 
frightened child is more likely to be tense and 
worried. 

“It’s important for him to feel brave and 
secure and want to try out his post operative 
exercises.” 

Ruth Snider, a child development specialist 
and director of the child life program at 
McMaster Medical Centre in Hamilton, says 
children’s greatest fears are still of needles 
and the unfamiliar. 

Sometimes a short hospital stay is more 
traumatic for a young child than a long one, said 
Ruth McCamus, team leader in the family 


informaton centre at the Hospital for Sick 
Children. 

In a long stay a child learns to trust nurses 
and doctors and realize they can be kind. 

In Hamilton, a group of four-year-olds went 
on a tour recently of the McMaster Medical 
Centre hospital. 

Guided by two retired school teachers, Jean 
Paterson and Polly Richardson, the school 
children had a glimpse of the hospital’s daily 
life and, using life-sized Raggedy Ann and 
Andy dolls, the children learned what would 
happen to them if they were admitted to hospi¬ 
tal. 

They dressed the dolls in green-and-white- 
striped gowns. They experimented with blood 
pressure pumps and needles. They learned 
about taking their temperatures and how to use 
a stethescope. 

Most fun came when the children dressed 
up in surgical garb, being carefully told that the 
strange-looking people they might see in the 
operating room were their own doctors and 
nurses. 

“The hospital isn’t a scary place, it’s a good 
place,” one little girl announced at the end of 
the two-hour teaching session. 


Try anything 
to help victim 


The Canadian Prm 

VANCOUVER - The development 
of several first aid techniques current¬ 
ly being touted as lifesaving devices 
for choking victims has caused a trend 
away from basic medical approaches, 
a College of Family Physicians of 
Canada conference on middle age was 
told this week. 

In a series of discussions on emer¬ 
gency situations, Dr. Gregory Powell 
of Calgary told a gathering of 200 
doctors that some methods of assisting 
a choking person have received so 
much publicity that many fundamen¬ 
tal approaches are overlooked. 

"When someone sitting in front of 
you in a restaurant is choking on a 
chunk of meat lodged in their throat 
and turning purple and blue, I would 


suggest very strongly you should do 
anything that works,” he said. 

Powell said that includes sharp 
blows on the person’s back, abdominal 
and chest thrusts and “even hanging 
them upside down—do whatever you 
have to do.” 

He added no single method should 
be relied upon to do the trick, not even 
the highly-praised abdominal thrust 
method developed by Dr. Henry Heim¬ 
lich of Cincinnati, which has been cre¬ 
dited with saving the lives of many 
choking victims. 

Powell said some restaurants are 
supplying gadgets used to dislodge 
foreign material that gets caught in 
peoples’ throats, but "these kinds of 
devices are to be condemned. You get a 
lot of tonsillectomies that way.” 


Red tape ties up kidney team

SAINT JOHN, N.B. - 
Death, dialysis or trans¬ 
plant are the usual options 
for people with defective 
kidneys, but doctors here 
say red tape is cheating too 
many New Brunswick pa¬ 
tients out of the only choice 
that could cure them. 

Kidney transplants are 
not for everyone with de¬ 
fective kidneys and do not 


always work, says Dr. Mi¬ 
chael Morse. But success, 
when it comes, brings as¬ 
tonishing improvements to 
patients who otherwise 
would depend totally on 
dialysis, a mechanical sub¬ 
stitute for normal kidney 
functions. 

New Brunswick could 
save a lot of money—much 
more than a transplant 
program would cost—if 
more patients got new kid¬ 


neys and no longer needed 
expensive treatment, 
Morse said. 

The regional hospital in 
Saint John has the surgeons 
and most of the facilities to 
do the job and the 31-year- 
old Morse wants to get 
started. But he and his col¬ 
leagues are stymied by the 
lack of approval from the 
health department. 

Larry Harting also wants 
the Saint John kidney team 


to get started. Harting, 26, 
has lived for six years with 
the boredom, frustrations, 
restrictions and illnesses 
that are part of dialysis. 
For more than four years 
he has waited in vain for a 
transplant. 

“It just doesn’t make 
sense to keep me on this 
(dialysis),” he said in an 
interview from the hospital 
bed where he must lay, tied 
to his machine, for five- 
hour treatments three 
times a week. 

Kidney disease struck 
Harting when he was 20, 
studying to be an engineer. 

“Now I can’t work, I 
can’t study, I can’t travel, I 
can’t really do anything I’d 
like to,” he said. 

He has been forced onto 
social assistance as the 
process of staying alive be¬ 
came a full-time job. 

Besides regular dialysis, 
he must rigorously diet and 
take a plethora of pills. 
Even so, he says he is left 
feeling tired and often ill. 

But carefully following 
the rules protects him from 
at least some of the host of 
kidney-disease side-ef¬ 
fects, such as blindness and 
brittle bones. 

“All I want is a chance 
for my transplant. If it 
works, then that’s it—you 
can do anything you want 
to. 


didn’t they start trans¬ 
plants here years ago?” 

Harting, and more than 
40 other New Bruns- 
wickers, may get their 
transplants sooner or later 
in Montreal or Halifax, but 
they fear it will be later. 
The difficulty is getting 
into the hospitals. 

Morse said long waits for 
New Brunswick patients 
are caused partly by pro¬ 
vincial chauvinism—“of 
course they take their own 
people first.” 


And part of the problem 
is logistics—New Bruns¬ 
wick patients sometimes 
cannot make it to out-of¬ 
province hospitals within 
the 24-hour time limit for 
transplanting kidneys re¬ 
moved from dead bodies. 

So New Brunswick pa¬ 
tients wait several years 
for transplants, while 
others who live in the right 
places usually get new kid¬ 
neys in a few months, 
Morse said.

Dr. Paul Handa, another 
Saint John kidney special¬ 
ist, agrees that his patients 
are cheated out of a fair 
chance to live a normal life 
and he sees another serious 
result of bureaucratic heel- 
dragging. 

Retrieving kidneys from 
dead A bodies has been legal 
in New Brunswick for only 
16 months and surgeons 
have so far averaged near¬ 
ly one a month.

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Canada model for elderly care 


Health-care services for elderly unique in Canada says Comfort

TORONTO-Canada is a 
model to the world in its 
treatment of the elderly, a 
British medical biologist 
said this week. 

Dr. Alexander Comfort, 
author of The Joy of Sex 
and More Joy of Sex , said 
in an interview that health¬ 
care services for the elder¬ 
ly are unique in Canada be¬ 
cause of excellent govern¬ 
ment medical insurance. 

"‘Canada is really now at 
the point in dealing with 
aging as has been the case 
in Europe for many 
years,” he said during a 
visit to Toronto en route to 
a seminar in Ottawa. 

Comfort, 60, a resident of 
California, said society will 


have to change Ks percep¬ 
tion of the elderly. 

‘it takes a while to ham¬ 
mer it in that we are all 
going to get old,” he said. 
“It’s a silly sort of bigotry 
we have about aging, be¬ 
cause in effect we are doing 
it to ourselves.” 


Comfort said society bas 
the mistaken idea that old 
people go crazy. 

“We drive people crazy 
by insisting on such mea¬ 
sures as compulsory retire¬ 
ment, placing them in insti¬ 
tutions when they become a 
bother, or in the case of the 
medical profession, giving 
them more drugs than they 
need.” 

He said there would be 
less public money spent on 
social programs for the el¬ 


derly If they were allowed 
to continue working past 
age 65 if they wished. 

“Some of the most crea¬ 
tive people in the world 
have continued composing, 
writing and performing 
long after age 65 and conse¬ 
quently have avoided ill¬ 
ness, loneliness and bore¬ 
dom.” 

Comfort said the elderly 
will become a strong lobby 
group in the 1980s as the 
average age in the U.S. and 
Canada increases. 


He plans to attend a con¬ 
ference this month in New 
York to discuss the possi¬ 
bility of setting up interna¬ 
tional exchange fellow¬ 
ships so that specialists in 
the problems of the aged 
can spend time teaching at 
U.S. medical schools. 

Comfort said govern¬ 


ments should study ways of 
giving the elderly tax 
breaks so that they don't 
have to face an old age of 
poverty. 

“Planning for the time 
when the elderly will com¬ 
prise a great percentage of 
the population should be 
carried on now,” he said. 


“This age group will 
have enormous political 
clout because there will be 
so many of them.” 

In addition. Comfort said 
he has noticed an increased 
interest by doctors in geria¬ 
tric medicine.

TORONTO (CP) - If 
you’re young at 60, you’ll 
probably stay young, the 
president of the American 
Geriatrics Society says. 

Conversely, Dr. Irwin 
Hilliard said this week, 
persons who are old at age 
60 tend to age more rapidly 
after that. 

Hilliard, a University of 
Toronto medical professor 
and practitioner, said re¬ 


search indicates real aging 
takes place between 40 and 
60, setting the scene for 
what happens in later 
years. 

Hilliard told the Cana¬ 
dian Geriatrics Research 
Society annual meeting the 
focus of geriatric research 
is moving from treating 
diseases associated with 
aging to studying the actual 
aging process. So far, little 


is understood about that 
process or how to slow it 
down. 

But one thing that has 
been discovered is that it 
isn’t the amount of stress 
but how it is handled that 
causes problems, he said. 
Older persons need the 
healthy stress of chal¬ 
lenges to prove they are 
still useful. 

“We must plan ways se¬ 


nior citizens can make a 
contribution to their fel¬ 
lows,” Hilliard said. “They 
must have a proper amount 
of stress and challenge to 
end their days with a sense 
of having been needed and 
having continued to make a 
contribution. 

“If we are learning any¬ 
thing from research in 
geriatrics it is the impor¬ 
tance of making it possible 


for senior people to have a 
worthwhile challenge that 
they have to accept.” 


Hilliard said that with the 
increasing numbers of peo¬ 
ple reaching middle and old 
age, it is imperative not 
only for humanitarian but 
also for economic reasons 
that Canada step up geria¬ 
tric research and services.

Blood phenomenon causes fever 


Dear Dr. Donohue: 

Please explain what ac¬ 
tually causes a fever. — 

D.D. 

Infection is the most 
common cause of true 
fever. First, let’s look at 
how the body’s tempera¬ 
ture is kept on an even 
keel. 

Body temperature is con¬ 
trolled in the hypothala¬ 
mus, a small section of the 
brain. It does this by sens¬ 
ing the heat of the blood 
passing through and com¬ 
paring that with what is 
called its “set point.” In¬ 
fection throws this off. 
White blood cells go into 
action to fight off the orga¬ 
nism causing the infection, 
and in so doing they give off 
a substance called “pyro¬ 
gen.” This acts directly 
upon the “set point,” 
lowering it to the point that 
the hypothalamus gets the 
mistaken idea that body 
temperature is too low. It 
then sends out instructions 
to the body to increase heat 
production by burning calo¬ 
ries. When you shiver from 
the cold, the muscle con¬ 
tractions cause the body 
temperature to rise. This 
happens in the chill that 
precedes a fever. Fever, 
such as one resulting from 
infection, can be lowered, 
If need be, by drugs like 
aspirin. They are “anti¬ 
pyretics,” called that for 
good reason, as you can 
see. Such drugs return the 
set point to normal, stop¬ 
ping the heat-production 
process.

No medicine will cure the 
bulge in the spine verte¬ 
brae. That bulge may now 
be pressing against the 
sciatic nerve roots. This is 
the nerve serving the leg. 

You should return to your 
doctor. The treatment of a 
bulging or herniated disc is 
either by a trial with trac¬ 
tion or removal of the disc. 
Traction involves attach¬ 
ing weights to the lower 
part of the body so that the 
spinal column is stretched 
slightly. The hope is that 
the bulging disc will go 
back into place. 

That is not always suc¬ 
cessful, and often surgery 
must be resorted to. Some¬ 
times, various spine-relat¬ 
ed pain is associated with 
muscles, with which the 
back is rich. Your com¬ 
plaint, however, sounds 
very much as though the 
sciatic nerve is involved.

Making that diag¬ 
nosis should be left to your 
doctor who can assess the 
situation, and if need be by 
doing a sigmoidoscopy, 
which employs an instru¬ 
ment to view the lower part 
of the colon (large bowel).

Dear Dr. Donohue: My 

mother is 42 years old. She 
has a goiter that gives her 
much trouble. Her stomach 
is very sensitive and she 
has a hard time breathing. 
She chokes frequently and 
is tired all the time. She 
used to take medicine that 
made her gain weight, but 
she is off that now. Will she 
have to go on like this? 
Also, her neck swells up on 
both sides.— D.G. 

There are many causes 
for goiter (enlargement of 
the thyroid gland). Some¬ 
times the gland just “runs 
out of steam” and no longer 
produces enough of its hor¬ 
mone. The resulting en¬ 
largement comes about in a 
complex way. 

The gland is regulated by 
a built-in “thermostat.” If 
thyroid hormone produc¬ 
tion is low, the gland senses 
that and under normal cir¬ 
cumstances speeds up pro¬ 
duction. A deficient gland 
tries to do this but cannot. 
However, in the attempt it 
enlarges just the way a 
muscle would when exer¬ 
cised. 

It’s like a thermostat on a 
home furnace. You set it 
for the temperature you 
want. When the house heats 
to that temperature the 
furnace shuts down. In the 
kind of goiter your mother 
has her gland (furnace) 


does not make enough 
“heat” to shut off the ther¬ 
mostat. So her gland is al¬ 
ways turned on and en¬ 
larges, even though it is not 
producing any hormones. 
Because it is under con¬ 
stant stimulation it en¬ 
larges. One approach is to 
give thyroid hormone by 
mouth. This turns off the 
substance stimulating the 
gland and allows it to 
shrink to normal size. How¬ 
ever, if your mother is hav¬ 
ing breathing problems 
then her gland may have to 
be removed. 


The thyroid can enlarge 
to where it presses on the 
windpipe. If it has grown 
quite large a surgeon spe¬ 
cializing in neck surgery 
may have to remove it. She 
should consult such a sur¬ 
geon. 


An underactive thyroid 
gland can cause weight 
problems. Usually thyroid 
supplements are required 
after removal of the thy¬ 
roid. In carefully-mea¬ 
sured doses that should end 
her weight difficulty. 


Dear Dr. Donohue: Can 
you tell me about the heart 
condition in which the let¬ 
ters “PTC” are used? Two 
months ago I was taken into 
emergency with this condi¬ 
tion.

“PTC” means “paroxys¬ 
mal tachycardia.” It 
means sudden onset of 
rapid heart beats. There 
are many varieties, but it 
would seem you had one 
called paroxysmal atrial 
tachycardia, meaning it 
originated in one of the 
upper chambers of your 
heart. 


Many patients have this 
without any heart abnor¬ 
mality being found. Cer¬ 
tain conditions can precipi¬ 
tate it—emotions, fatigue, 
alcohol and, rarely, car¬ 
bonated beverages, or caf¬ 
feine-containing sub¬ 
stances like coffee or tea. 

In others it may reflect 
an underlying problem 
with the heart, such as a 
malfunctioning heart 
valve. If the attacks are 
recurrent then drugs—digi¬ 
talis, quinidine and pro¬ 
pranolol—are used. 

Of course, if the culprit 
factor can be identified, 
avoiding that might end the 
problem. I’m thinking spe¬ 
cifically of the alcohol, a 
very common cause.

Starfish tied Man’s computer role 
r to bone repair ) plugs into UVic meet 


After two years of initial study* a Victoria 
University biologist is ready to begin experimenting 
with animals to prove his theory that sea urchins 
and starfish can play a major role in the repair and 
treatment of broken bones. 

“I am convinced that bad fractures can be 
repaired more effectively with the use of materials 
from the skeletons of sea urchins and starfish,” said 
Dr. Arthur Fontaine. “Initial experimentation has 
been very successful.” 

Fontaine said the bones of humans and other 
animals are a mixture of stony material and flexible 
inorganic tissue. But tests carried out by hiynself 
and research assistant Bev Hall found that the 
skeletons of starfish and sea urchins are composed 
entirely of limestone. 

Limestone, apparently, is the key, Fontaine 
said, because it provides two major advantages 
from a medical viewpoint—it is native to the human 
body, eliminating problems involving rejection, and 
it can be cleaned and sterilized to eliminate all for¬ 
eign matter. 

“Because it is soluble, it can be eliminated after 
it is no longer required to act as a scaffolding for the 
new bone,” Fontaine said. 

Generally, however, the medical profession re¬ 
mains skeptical of Fontaine's claims.

Dr. Alan Tweedale, man¬ 
ager of the academic sys¬ 
tems division for com¬ 
puter-assisted research at 
UVic and Dr. Charles Mor¬ 
gan, professor of philos¬ 
ophy, are conference orga¬ 
nizers. 

IT IS being held in co-op¬ 
eration with the Canadian 
Man-Computer Communi¬ 
cations Society, the Cana¬ 


dian Image Processing and 
Pattern Recognition So¬ 
ciety and the University of 
Alberta. 

Image processing and 
pattern recognition are two 
growing areas of research 
in the field of artificial in¬ 
telligence, according to 
Tweedale and Morgan. 

“THERE are applica¬ 
tions for this technique in 
areas as diverse as medi¬ 
cine and nuclear physics. 
The routine process of 
checking for cancerous 
cells in a pathology lab can 
be handled by processing 
the slides of tissue culture 
past a camera hooked into 
the computer. 

“It may sound simple, 
but the computer must be 
taught to recognize a can¬ 
cerous or pre-cancerous 
cell and interpret the cam¬ 
era image the way the 


Twin crises in labor force 
hits middle-aged workers 


VANCOUVER (CP) — • 
Job conditions will have to 
change because of the 
growing number of middle- 
aged workers in the labor 
force, says Dr. Ernest 
Mastromatteo, director of 
occupational health for 
Inco Ltd. of Toronto. 

Mastromatteo said this 
week industry will have to 
modify working conditions, 
improve job retraining 
programs and develop 
more relevant standards 
for exposure to hazardous 
substances for older em¬ 
ployees. 

He told members of the 
College of Family Physic¬ 
ians that job descriptions 
and environmental health 
standards currently are 
designed for young work¬ 
ers. 

Earlier, Dr. John Cowell, 
occupational health direc¬ 
tor for Canadian General 
Electric Ltd. of Toronto, 
said one-third of the work 
force is over the age of 45 
and their numbers will in¬ 
crease each year. 

• Mastromatteo, formerly 
*a medical consultant to the 
international Labor Orga¬ 
nization, said a general de¬ 


cline in the health of mid¬ 
dle-aged persons will 
naturally affect their 
work. 

This includes slight vi¬ 
sion and hearing loss and 
changes in memory. 

But industry cannot af¬ 
ford to lose experienced 
employees who are stable, 
accurate and suffer few 
accidents. 

He said younger em¬ 
ployees generally work 
faster but they lack experi¬ 
ence and as a result are 
more prone to accidents. 

However, older workers 
take longer to recover from 


job-related injuries so they 
lose the same amount of 
time, said Mastromatteo. 

Workers approaching 
middle age find they are 
facing the twin crises of 
growing old and no longer 
being able to perform their 
jobs satisfactorily, he said. 

Industry, therefore, 
must learn to match the 
worker's strength and 
abilities with his or her 
job. 

Mastromatteo recom¬ 
mended employers modify 
jobs for more experienced 
workers, perhaps using 
their skills to train younger 


staff. 

They should be offered 
job retraining and manage¬ 
ment should keep in mind 
that older employees learn 
at a different pace than 
their younger colleagues 

Better standards for ex¬ 
posure to hazardous sub¬ 
stances should be devel¬ 
oped. A major problem 
facing older workers is that 
researchers cannot tell 
what diseases are caused 
by work environment and 
which are caused by life¬ 
style, Mastromatteo said. 


human mind does,” says 
Morgan. 

COMPUTERS can also 
be taught to watch equip¬ 
ment in highly radioactive 
environments, and respond 
to changes, he adds. 

Programming a com¬ 
puter to respond at this 
sophisticated level to vi¬ 
sual input and make deci¬ 
sions is a form of artificial 
intelligence in some ways 
similar to human intelli¬ 
gence, Morgan suggests, 
because the information 
human minds process is 
about 80 per cent from vi¬ 
sual sources. 

THERE IS another medi¬ 
cal application in using the 
computer as a diagnostic 
tool. 

“This application has 
real benefits in remote 
areas or emergency situa¬ 
tion where paramedics are 
the only personnel avail¬ 
able to respond immedi¬ 
ately. 

“The computer can be 
given the symptoms and 
return a diagnosis and sug¬ 
gest treatment to sustain 
Ufe until a medical doctor 
can reach the scene.” 

WHILE some applica¬ 
tions of computer research 
findings are immediately 
obvious, the more esoteric 
field of man-computer 
communication has broa¬ 
dened into subjects ranging 
from grammar to com¬ 
puters that talk back. 

“It would be very nice if 
you could talk to the com¬ 
puter, and it could talk to 
you,” says Morgan, “in¬ 
stead of having to use a 
keyboard and a written 
language. Researchers are 
now trying to improve the 


ability of computers to un- 
derstand spoken lan¬ 
guage.” 

PART OF the problem is 
that the computer takes 
things a bit too literally. 
“ ‘Out of sight, out of 
mind,' gets translated back 
by the computer as ‘invis¬ 
ible idiot',” Morgan said. 

But in areas of basic lin¬ 
guistic research, the use of 
computers to compile dic¬ 
tionaries and analyze the 
basic rules of language are 
well advanced, notes 
Tweedale, pointing to the 
work of Dr. Jean-Paul 
Vinay at Lexicographical 
Research Centre at UVic. 

COMPUTERS are also 
being used by philosophers 
for research in automated 
theorem proving. 

This is a technique that 
asks the computer to derive 
theorems from a set of 
axioms much the same way 
that a high school student 
would do in studying geo¬ 
metry. The computer is 
also asked to do the re¬ 
verse: to derive axioms 
from a theorem. The point, 
says Morgan, is to come up 
with new perspectives on 
logic, as well as new theo¬ 
rems and axioms. 

The conference will in¬ 
clude a computer graphics 
tutorial on the subject of 
visual communications re¬ 
placing numbers in com¬ 
puter languages, and a 
number of film presenta¬ 
tions on the state of the art 
in related research. 

The Canadian Informa¬ 
tion Processing Society’s 
annual conference will be 
held in Victoria May 12-14 
in conjunction with the 
CSCSI meeting.

William Vander Zalm 
has decided not to take his 
celebrated cartoon lawsuit 
to the Supreme Court of 
Canada. 

Vander Zalm, municipal 
affairs minister, had until 
May 15 to file an appeal of 
the B.C. Court of Appeal 
ruling Feb. 15 which over 
turned a January, 1979, 
B.C. Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion awarding him $3,500 
damages for a cartoon in 
the Victoria Times. 

The cartoon, by Bob 
Bierman, depicted Vander 
Zalm, then human re¬ 
sources minister, gleefully 
plucking the wings off a 
fly. 

“Following a discussion 
with my lawyer I have de¬ 
cided not to proceed, (with 
appeal)’’ Vander Zalm said 
Wednesday. 

“I would have preferred 
following through but it’s 
just not a practical solu¬ 
tion. It would cost me a 
bundle just to find out 
whether the Supreme Court 
would be willing to hear the 
case.” 


Vander Zalm said he has 
no regrets about launching 
the case, although it cost 

him several thousand dol¬ 
lars in legal fees. He esti¬ 
mates an appeal to the 


highest court would cost 
another $15,000 to $20,000. 

He still feels he was ma¬ 
ligned by the carton, al 
though he enjoyed the first 
court battle because it gave 
him a chance to face his 


detractors and speak up on 
his own behalf. 

“I still would not want it 
(the cartoon) to be repeat¬ 
ed.”

Mobil, a partner in oil 
with Saudi Arabia, bought 
ads in major newspapers 
urging PBS to “review” its 
decision in light of “what is 
in the best interest of the 
United States.”

Death film airing despite oil firm pressure 


Mobil asks review 
of PBS decision 


Mobil spends almost $5 
million a year on public 
television. The company 
said in an advertisement in 
Thursday’s New York 
Times that the airing of the 
film by the service “raises 
some very serious issues.” 

At the same time, the 
powerful members of Con¬ 
gress—which also funds 
PBS—registered objec¬ 
tions to the film and urged 
that it not be shown Mon¬ 
day as scheduled. Clement 
Zablocki, Wisconsin Demo¬ 
crat, and William Broom¬ 
field, Michigan Republi¬ 
can, accused PBS of using 
poor judgment in deciding 
to air the film. 

Zablocki is chairman and 
Broomfield the ranking 
Republican on the House 
Foreign Affairs Commit¬ 
tee. 

The actions came as the 
State Department Thurs¬ 
day forwarded to PBS a 
formal letter of protest 
about the film from the 
Saudi Arabian govern¬ 
ment. 

The Saudi ambassador to 
the United States, in a pub¬ 
lic statement late Thurs¬ 
day, sounded a further omi- 
nous note in the 
controversy: “The timing 
of the showing of the film in 
the present period,” the 
statement said, “makes 
clear it is part of the con- 
tinuing and recently 
stepped-up effort to under¬ 


mind the internationally 
significant relationship be¬ 
tween the United States” 
and Saudi Arabia. 

The movie angered Saudi 
Arabia’s government when 
it was broadcast in Eng¬ 
land last month, and the 
Saudis expelled the British 
ambassador to their coun¬ 
try. At least 10 Public 
Broadcasting Service sta¬ 
tions have said they will not 
carry the movie—but about 
100 others will. 

The film tells of the pub¬ 
lic executions of a Saudi 
Arabian princess and her 
commoner lover for adul¬ 
tery. 

Mobil, the second-largest 
oil company in the U.S., is 
one of the four U.S. owners 
of Arabian American Oil 
Co. Aramco produces near¬ 
ly 75 per cent of Saudi Ara¬ 
bia’s 9.5 million barrels-a- 
day oil output. Saudi Ara¬ 
bia is the largest foreign oil 
supplier to the United 
States, accounting for 
about 7.5 per cent of U.S. oil 
needs. 

The broadcast is funded 
by public and private 


sources and no corporate 
money is being used. 

A Mobil spokesman, 
Bryant Mason, said the 
company had not spoken to 
the service or any public 
TV stations about the film. 
He said Saudi Arabia had 
not communicated with 
Mobil about the film. 

Exxon Corp., an Aramco 
partner that spends $4 mil¬ 
lion a year on public TV, 
said it had heard from the 
Saudis about the film, and 
had passed the objections 
on to the state department. 

In Washington, acting 
state secretary Warren 
Christopher wrote to 


Lawrence Grossman, 
president of the broadcast¬ 
ing service, suggesting the 
system give “appropriate 
consideration” to the Saudi 
position. 

He said the government 
“cannot and will not at¬ 
tempt to exercise any 


power of censorship” over 
the network. 

British film-maker An¬ 
tony Thomas has said the 
two-hour production is a 
faithful transcription of in¬ 
terviews with various peo¬ 
ple familiar with the 1977 
executions.

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Helen Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 


All that fresh green growth 
springing forth in gardens on Vancou¬ 
ver Island is bringing great pleasure 
to home gardeners who are now be¬ 
ginning to enjoy the results of their 
spring plantings. 

But at the same time many of us 
are looking over our planting with a 
critical eye and taking note of areas 
on our gardens where there is con¬ 
siderable room for improvement with 
respect to appearance. 

It’s a fact that many home garden¬ 
ers just plant things without a lot of 
planning for the ultimate visual ef¬ 
fect they want. Many have no real 
idea how to combine different plant¬ 
ing or how to choose the best location 
for different plants—-or maybe it’s 
just a lack of time to sit down and 
think things through, what with taxi¬ 
ing the children to piano lessons or 
hockey practice and prying peanut 
butter off the underside of the kitchen 
table. 

Actually, the ordinary backyard 
gardener has many sources to which 
he can go to gather ideas for our 
garden of the future. For one thing, 
you can pay a visit to the more 
renowned gardeners in the neigh¬ 
borhood and ask for a tour. Take 
paper and pencil and ask the names 
of plantings which particularly strike 
your fancy. Most neighbors will be 
quite flattered at such a visit and 
often will offer a cutting or two of 
some plants to help you out 


As well, many educational institu¬ 
tions, botanical gardens and civic 
gardens establish special display 
gardens each year to which the public 
has access. These display gardens 
can be compared to the “idea rooms*’ 
that furniture dealers decorate to 
attract potential buyers. Display gar¬ 
dens show you what is available in 
new flower varieties and suggest 
combinations for your own garden. 

Several visits to a good display 
garden during the growing season 
would no doubt provide the home 
gardener with a number of new ideas 
in addition to the inspiration they 
offer. 

For instance, an early spring visit 
when the bulbs are in bloom provides 
new ideas for the arrangement of 
spring bulbs in the home garden. 
Such an experience inspired me to 
experiment last fall with the planting 
of spring bulbs around rock forma¬ 
tions and this spring they really 
showed to advantage in this setting. 

Another advantage to such a visit 
is that you will likely see varieties of 
bulb flowers that you perhaps didn’t 
know about other than the standard 
tulip, daffs and crocuses. And of 
course you can wander about and 
take down the names of the flowers 
that most appeal to you. 

Actually, seeing a variety in 
bloom in a local display garden eli¬ 
minates the problem of buying blind 


from a catalogue. It is often difficult 
to picture a flower accurately in you 
mind from a word description only 
There’s no substitute for seeing I 
thing in the flesh. 

At the same time you can gather 
names of early-flowering shrubs and 
perennials that you might wish to 
have in your garden for that most 
welcome spot of early color in your 
yard. 

And of course in the summer you 
can stroll through the displays of 
flowers, choosing the types that most 
appeal to you and gathering ideas for 
combining varieties for special ef¬ 
fects. At this time you will likely 
discover species that are new to 
you. 

If you have difficult spots in your 
home garden that seem impossible to 
furnish satisfactorily, look for simi¬ 
lar conditions in the display garden to 
see how they have coped. For exam¬ 
ple, watch for flowers that flourish in 
shade or in hot, sunny, dry spots. 

A few display gardens also offer 
vegetable demonstration gardens 
where you can see the latest varie¬ 
ties and learn of any special techni¬ 
ques for growing them. Many large 
comrhunity gardens have a central 
demonstration plot open to visitors. 
The government experimental farms 
also grow fruits and can recommend 
named varieties most suitable for 
your site and locale.

Then, 
as if concluding a speech in 
support of ERA instead of a 
distiller, she urges the 


women in her audience to 
order her drink too, “not 
just because it’s an excit¬ 
ing drink,” but “because 
it’s also a slightly coura¬ 
geous move.” 

One almost can hear an 
obsolescent cry of, “Right 
on!” 

Would that our grim Bac¬ 
chante were an isolated 
case! But no. A wine ad on 
television depicts another 
young woman who has just 
vaulted to the presidency of 
her company. As her first 
proof of executive genius, 
she throws a party at which 
she pours the sponsor’s 
brand. “Your time has 
come,” burbles a congratu¬ 
latory voice from the vine¬ 
yard—outrageously equat¬ 
ing women’s emancipation 
with the right to join the 
male club of wine snobs. 

It is ironic, but hardly 
coincidental, that the 
drinking woman should be¬ 
come the target of liquor 
advertisements just as re¬ 


ports of rising alcoholism 
among women are hitting 
the headlines. 

How times have 
changed! Ten or 15 years 
ago the rugged male—pre¬ 
ferably on horseback, with 
a tattoo showing, thanks to 
a coyly rolled-up sleeve— 
was the fantasy that sold 
cigarettes and liquor. He 
was all virile indepen¬ 
dence—remember the 
“thinking man’s filter?’’ 
And he couldn’t smile 
either. With the same er¬ 
ratic logic, the consumer of 
those days was invited to be 
a nonconformist by con¬ 
forming by the millions to 
this nonconformist’s taste. 

Now the macho woman, 
as it were, has succeeded 
the macho man as the ad 
writer’s phony stereotype. 
The macho-man fantasy 
was disgracefully success¬ 
ful at peddling tobacco and 
liquor. Will woman be as 
naively vulnerable to the 
new overtures?

What is my response to the inter¬ 
national tensions today? Permit me 
to quote from a column of nearly 20 
ago: 

“Our very triumph of scientific 
annihilation has destroyed the possi¬ 
bility of war being a medium for the 
practical settlement of difficulties. 
The enormous destruction to both 
sides of closely matched opponents 
makes it impossible for even the 
winner to translate it into anything 
but disaster. 

“Global war has become a Fran¬ 
kenstein’s monster to destroy both 
sides. If you lose, you are annihilated. 
If you win, you stand only to lose. No 
longer does it possess even the chance 
of the winner of a duel. It contains 
now only the germs of double suicide 

“Although the abolition of war has 
been the dream of man for centuries, 
every proposition to that end has been 
promptly discarded as impossible 
and fantastic. But that was before 


the science of the past decades made 
mass destruction a reality. 

“The argument then was along 
spiritul and moral lines, and lost. But 
now the tremendous evolution of nu¬ 
clear destruction has . . . brought the 
problem abreast of scientific real¬ 
ism. This is as true of the Soviet side 
of the world as of the free side . . . 

“The ordinary people of the world, 
whether free or slave, are all in 
agreement on this solution; and this 
perhaps is the only thing they agree 
upon, but it is the most vital and 
determinate of all,.. 

“It may take another cataclysm of 
destruction to prove the bald truth 
that the further evolution of civiliza¬ 
tion cannot take place until global 
war is abolished. But this is the one 
issue upon which both sides can 
agree, for it is the one issue upon 
which both sides will profit equally 

“The present, tensions with their 


threat of national annihilation are 
fostered by two great illusions. The 
one, a complete belief on the part of 
the Soviet world that capitalistic 
countries are preparing to attack 
them . . . And the other, a complete 
belief on the part of the capitalistic 
countries that the Soviets are prepar¬ 
ing to attack us. 

“Both are wrong. Each side, so 
far as the masses are concerned, is 
desirous of peace. Both dread war 
But the constant acceleration of 
arms, without specific intent, may 
ultimately precipitate a kind of spon 
taneous combustion ... we are in a 
new era. The old methods and solu¬ 
tions no longer suffice. We must have 
new thoughs, new ideas, new con¬ 
cepts. We must break out of the 
strait-jacket of the past.” 

The author of these words was 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, on July 4, 
1961. They are even more significant 
now than they were then.

meeting Thursday of Victoria city council, which re¬ 
ferred the issue to its A committee. 

CARROLL APPEARED BEFORE council in re¬ 
sponse to Dr. Scott Wallace’s request two weeks ago that 
city council back a group of doctors in their efforts to have 
an obstetrics-pediatrics unit located at the Jubilee. 

Carroll’s nine-page brief contained a number of 
broadsides at the Royal Jubilee doctors in general and 
Wallace in particular, accusing them of dealing in suppo¬ 
sitions and emotions with few, if any, facts to back up 
their assertions. 

He singled out Wallace’s statement that most child- 
births required little expensive personnel or equip¬ 
ment. 

“GREATER THAN 20 per cent of all births at present

in the Jubilee and the General hospitals are by cesarean 
section, a major abdominal operation and an unnatural 
process to say the least,” Carroll told council. 

“Eighty per cent of all obstetrics are uncompli¬ 
cated. In 10 per cent, complications can be predicted, 
but in a further 10 per cent, problems are unpredict¬ 
able and should be serviced in a highly specialized 
unit,** he added. 

That meant 300 babies a year required specialized 
technological intervention, he said. 

CARROLL QUOTED FROM a survey by the Victoria 
General Hospital in 1976 showing that 69 per cent of all 
patients in the maternity ward came from areas that 
would be closer to the new Helmcken Road Hospital 
than to either the Jubilee or the General. 

Carroll admitted that travel time for doctors would 
increase, but he had some sardonic advice for city 
council: 

“As physicians move their offices and residences out 
to the Western Community, and with particular reference 
to those developers on council, a golden opportunity ob¬ 
viously presents itself with the possibility of a subdivi¬ 
sion for doctors in the Western Community, perhaps 
called Uplands West, which would make many of us feel 
right at home.” 


A public review process 
for energy projects has 
been proposed by four 
major environmental 
groups in B.C. 

Representatives of the 
Sierra Club, SPEC, the 
West Coast Environmental 
Law Association and the 
B.C. Federation of Natu¬ 
ralists have submitted the 
proposal to Energy, Mines 
and Petroleum Resources 
Minister Robert McClel¬ 
land. 

The six-page proposal 
was compiled in response 
to McClelland’s energy 
policy statement of last 
February, and advocates 
the formation of a commis¬ 
sion to publicly evaluate 
energy projects. 

Members of an energy 
review commission should 
be drawn from outside the 
civil service with a renew¬ 
able five-year term, the 
proposal says. 

‘It should have a budget 
to conduct hearings, to hire 
support staff, to contract 
with consultants and to 
fund participants.” 

Hearings should be con¬ 
ducted near the proposed 
project, and “measures 
should be taken to make the 
hearing process less legal¬ 
istic and therefore more 
attractive to the general 
public.” 

In addition to a review 
process for energy pro¬ 


jects, the proposal says the 
energy ministry should es¬ 
tablish a public inquiry to 
examine energy require¬ 
ments for the province and 
methods of providing en¬ 
ergy. 

A public review of energy 
policy should be conducted 
on a regular basis—for ex¬ 
ample, every five years. 


BANK CAPER ENDED 

DUNCAN — The Duncan boys’ bank caper 
has turned into something less. 

The caper took place in March when two 
boys, then aged 11 and 15, walked into Bank of 
Montreal’s Canada Way branch here and went 
through an unusual routine during which it ap¬ 
peared they were demanding money at gunpoint. 

They were charged with attempted robbery but 
when they faced the family court judge in Duncan 
this week, the boys were found not guilty on the 
attempted robbery charge. 

They did plead guilty to mischief and have been 
remanded to the care of their parents. 

They will be sentenced June 18. 


Province, Ottawa moving 
on Indian revenue-sharing 


Legislation to provide revenue-sharing 
from natural gas fields beneath the Fort 
Nelson Indian Band reserve lands was 
introduced in the Legislature and the 
House of Commons this week. 

Attorney-General Allan Williams in¬ 
troduced the bill in Victoria, Indian Af¬ 
fairs Minister John Munro in Ottawa. 

The legislation will bring into effect an 
agreement that the province and the 
Indian band will share equally all the 
revenues from the Rogers natural gas 
field, which lies entirely beneath reserve 
lands, and from a portion of the Clarke 
Lake field of which 7.44 per cent lies 
beneath the reserve. 

Proceeds to the Indian band to date 
total $15 million and are accuring at more 
than $500,000 a month. The funds will be 
held in trust until the legislation is ap¬ 
proved in Victoria and Ottawa. 

The original agreement, which be¬ 
comes part of the legislation, was signed 
four months ago and is retroactive to Jan. 
1, 1977. It ended a 20-year-old dispute be¬ 


tween the province and the Fort Nelson 
Indians when selected land reserves were 
transferred to the natives but undersur¬ 
face rights withheld. 

Negotiations between the band and the 
provincial government aimed at resolv¬ 
ing the long-standing dispute started in 
1977 and resulted in the signing of an 
agreement to a formula for sharing the 
revenues from the gas fields below the 
reserve lands. 

The agreement was in keeping with the 
equal-sharing principle adopted by Can¬ 
ada and B.C. in 1943 which covered most 
minerals but remained silent on coal, oil 
and natural gas. 

The Indian side of the agreement was 
arrived at when the original paper was 
placed before the band in the form of a 
referendum. It was agreed to overwhelm 
ingly. 

The law will also cover revenues which 
may be generated in the future by new 
petroleum wells, coal or other mines.

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Jury directed to free 15 South Americans 1 


A Victoria county court 
jury Thursday freed 15 
South Americans midway 
through their trial for im¬ 
porting 33.5 tons of canna¬ 
bis marijuana for the pur¬ 
pose of trafficking. 

All are members of the 
crew of MV Samarkanda , 
seized by police in Sydney 
Inlet on the west coast of 
Vancouver Island last May 
22 in one of the country’s 
largest drug raids. 

THE MOVE was greeted 
with big smiles and general 
approval, a round of hand¬ 
shaking with counsel and 
jurors, and a spatter of 
applause from the public 
gallery. 

“Those I have named are 
discharged and free to go,” 
said Judge M.L.T. Drake, 
touching off the brief joy¬ 
ful demonstration as ac¬ 
cused rose to their feet and 
clasped each other. 

“Thank you,” “Gra¬ 
cias,” and “Adios,” the 
freed men said as they 
crossed the courtroom 
floor to the jury box. 

EIGHT MEN, including 
the ship’s captain and five 
Americans, remain ac¬ 
cused and their trial re¬ 
sumes Monday in the law 
courts before Drake, who 
suggested more comfort¬ 
able courtroom facilities 
may now be found. 

The finding of not guilty 
for 15—-all but one from 
Colombia—came as a sur¬ 
prise following a lengthy 
defence motion put in the 
absence of the jury Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Crown counsel Gordon 
Macdonald replied to it 
Thursday morning and 
when court resumed with 
the jury at 2 p.m., Drake 
told the jury there had been 
a motion for the court to 
direct jurors to a finding of 
not guilty on two counts— 
importing a narcotic and 
possession of marijuana 
for the purpose of traffick¬ 
ing—on grounds of there 
being no case to answer. 


RARELY, Drake said, 
was a judge able to make 
such a direction, but he 
found that in respect of the 
crew of Samarkanda there 
was no case made. He said 
it was his function to direct 
the Jury because only a 
jury could discharge an ac¬ 
cused. 

“It is the only area 
(where there is lack of evi¬ 
dence) in which my powers 
exceed yours,” Drake said. 

The jury foreman asked 
whether a reason could be 
given for finding the crew 
not guilty. 

“THERE IS no evidence 
in the crown’s case to con¬ 
ceivably convict them,” 
the judge replied.

Defence counsel Josiah 
Wood told Drake the dis¬ 
charged men were anxious 
to return home after their 
long incarceration, but he 
was concerned about pass¬ 
ports and other travel docu¬ 
ments belonging to the ac¬ 
cused and still held as trial 
exhibits. 

DRAKE SAID photoco¬ 
pies certified by the court 
registrar would be satis¬ 
factory for the balance of 
the trial. “They are free 
and certainly their pass¬ 
ports should be,” he said. 

But Macdonald said he 
had had no instructions re¬ 
garding the passports and 
suggested there may be an¬ 
other matter pending. 

Wood said that could only 
be immigration and if the 
men were leaving the coun¬ 
try there would be no prob¬ 
lem. 


IN OPENING the de 
fence case, Wood told 
jurors there would be two 
simple issues presented, 
and that there was no argu¬ 
ment with the facts of the 
case, including the depar¬ 
ture of Samarkanda from 
Colombia and its entry to 


Canadian territorial 
waters with a cargo the 
defence maintains is can¬ 
nabis indica. 

There was never any in¬ 
tention to import the cargo 
to Canada, Wood said. The 
fact that the ship did enter 
Canada was due to distress 
at sea, and the captain’s 
decision to seek shelter to 
repair mechanical difficul¬ 
ties put ship and crew in 
jeopardy. 

The law of distress could 
be applied, he said. 

THIS WAS a genuine dis- 
tress, not bogus or 
dreamed up, that the ship 
was in imminent danger, 
having lost much of its pro- 
pulsion and electrical 
power, and that the final 
decision to seek haven and 
save the crew and ship was 
the captain’s. 

“The evil averted was a 
far greater evil than the 
evil attendant upon bring¬ 
ing that ship and its cargo 
into Canadian waters,” 
Wood said. 

It was no crime to trans¬ 
port marijuana on the high 
seas, and the intention in 
this undertaking had been 
to transfer cargo outside 
territorial waters, either 
off the coast of Washington 
or Alaska, counsel said. 

THE PROJECT was ini¬ 
tiated in November and De¬ 
cember 1978 between Nel¬ 
son, Marin and another 
man, and an American pur¬ 
chaser who intended to im¬ 
port the cargo to the U.S., 
jurors were told. 

They chose a ship that 
had been built for naval 
net-tending in the last days 
of the Second World War, 
then mothballed until going 
into commercial service in 
the 1960s under a series of 
owners. Perka was among 
those who knew the ship, 
having served in her pre¬ 
viously. 

A major refit was done in 
Salina Cruz and Lopera 
was chosen captain in 
January of this year. He 
sailed April 6 from Tumaco 
after a thorough search by 
the Colombian navy. 


WOOD SAID the object 
was to rendezvous 50 miles 
offshore and receive cargo 
dropped into the sea in a 
series of flights by a DC-6 
cargo plane. Bales were 
dropped in nets and re¬ 
covered by the ship’s crew. 

After the third drop the 
aircraft developed engine 
trouble, leaving the Sa¬ 
markanda to sail in circles 
for two weeks, using up 
much fuel and food. 

The fourth of what was to 
be five drops came early 
April 28, the same day an 
Ecuadoran coast guard 
plane flew over and took a 


photograph showing bales 
on the ship’s afterdeck. 

CREW AND captain 
were then anxious to leave 
and orders to sail north 
came April 30 without the 
final drop having been 
made, Wood said. 

Some of the accused 
ashore were then making 
arrangements to receive 
the cargo and get payment. 

But grave mechanical 
difficulties aboard ship 
were leading to one prob¬ 
lem after another. The pro¬ 
pulsion system was anti- 
quated, navigation 
equipment was about half 



A 19-year-old youth who was among a 
group found drinking near the legisla¬ 
tive buildings early one morning was 
given a total of three months in jail 
Thursday in Victoria provincial court. 

Sammuel Alexander Mountain plead¬ 
ed guilty to possession of stolen liquor 
as well as failing to appear in court April 
21 for a trial. 

Crown counsel Don Laughton told 
Judge William Ostler that Mountain was 
in a large group located on the south side 
of the legislative buildings at about 7 a.m. 
April 9. Victoria police determined that 
the liquor being consumed was taken 
during a break-in the previous evening or 
earlier that morning at Pablo’s Dining 
Lounge, 225 Quebec, in which a quantity of 
wine, sherry and beer was taken. 

Laughton said Mountain had been sen¬ 
tenced May 1 to 14 days in jail for breach 
of probation and also had previous con¬ 
victions for theft, breaking and enter¬ 
ing, and possession of a narcotic. 

Ostler handed out a two-month term 
for the possession charge and a consecu¬ 
tive one-month term for the failure to 
attend court.

operational, there was no 
heating system, the refrig¬ 
eration broke down in the 
first week, and the engines 
had to be stopped frequent¬ 
ly to clean fuel filters con¬ 
stantly being choked with 
impurities.

boundary off Vancouver 
Island, Wood said. 

Only through Johnson’s 
ingenuity, he said, was the 
ship able to make land 
after the decision to seek a 
sheltered place was made 
through radio contact with 
the smaller vessel White- 
cap >, by now in Sydney 
Inlet. 

Whitecap, with some ac¬ 
cused aboard, led Samar- 
kanda into No Name Bay as 
the tide ebbed. 

“THE LAST of nature’s 
cruel jokes in this sorry 


saga of the seas” then \ 
curred. Wood said. Saih*r 
kanda ran aground. ^ 

In danger of capsizing, 
the ship was hastily - ijn- 
loaded of its cargo by mem- 
bers of the crew who 
worked through the night, 
piling bales ashore 
apparent order or system.

OSTLER TOLD a 26-year-old man it 
was not impressive to bring his wife and 
young baby into court.

Ferguson was spotted April 8 taking a 
showerhead from Eaton’s.

He gave Ferguson a suspended sen¬ 
tence, placed him on a year’s probation, 
and ordered him to perform 150 hours of 
community service work.

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Carter 
presses 
N-fuel 
to India 

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Carter has ap¬ 
proved two long-delayed 
shipments of nuclear fuel 
to India despite the New 
Delhi government's re¬ 
fusal to submit to safe¬ 
guards against diversion of 
nuclear fuel to weapons 
production. 

Carter asked the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission to 
approve the two shipments 
each of which contains 
about a year's supply of 
fuel for India’s Tarapur 
reactor, north of Bombay. 

Administration officials 
said that if the commission 
did not comply, Carter was 
prepared to override its ob¬ 
jections. Congress could 
veto a presidential over¬ 
ride order by passing a 
concurrent resolution with¬ 
in 60 working days. 

The officials, who asked 
not to be named, said the 
commission might well 
balk at approving the sale 
and that many congress¬ 
men would want to veto an 
override order by the presi¬ 
dent. But they said that 
“with a strong effort, there 
is a real possibility of get¬ 
ting the sales through.’’ 

They said the decision 
was made in an effort to 
improve U.S.-Indian rela¬ 
tions at a time when the 
American position in South 
Asia was deteriorating. 

The officials said the de¬ 
cision was made in the con¬ 
text of the Soviet occupa¬ 
tion of Afghanistan and the 
apparent willingness of the 
government of Prime Min¬ 
ister Indira Gandhi to move 
closer to Moscow. 

The decision did not 
mean the U.S. would ap¬ 
prove future Indian re¬ 
quests for fuel for Tarapur. 
the officials said. 

The U.S. helped India 
build the Tarapur reactor 
in the 1960s and signed a 
contract to supply it with 
raw fuel until 1993. 

But in 1978, Congress, 
with the support of Carter, 
passed legislation saying 
that after March, 1980, the 
United States should not 
sell nuclear material to 
countries that do not sub¬ 
mit to international safe¬ 
guards on all their nuclear 
facilities.

Alberta 
bill ‘adds 
to tension’ 

CALGARY, Alta. (UPC) 
— A bill enabling the Alber¬ 
ta government to limit the 
production of oil in the 
province adds to tensions in 
Canada, a petroleum indus¬ 
try spokesman said Thurs¬ 
day. (See also Page 3.) 

Canadian Petroleum As¬ 
sociation public affairs 
manager J.T. Gorman 
said, “The CPA feels there 
is a certain level of tension 
in the country. . . The un¬ 
certainty that surrounds 
this doesn’t serve the oil 
industry or the people of 
Canada. It adds to the ten¬ 
sion.” 

But, he added, “The 
province of Alberta has 
certain prerogatives within 
the constitution that it in¬ 
terprets and exercises as it 
sees fit.” 

Gorman was one of the 
few industry spokesmen to 
express concern about the 
legislation, introduced 
Wednesday by Alberta en- 
ergy minister Merv 
Leitch. 

Natural gas 
cartel next 
OPEC target 

TAIF, Saudi Arabia 
JUPI) - OPEC leaders 
made the first moves 
Thursday towards estab¬ 
lishing a natural gas cartel 
with the same high-pricing 
policies as their oil group. 

If OPEC throws its full 
weight behind forming a 
“gas cartel,” it could drive 
prices up around the world 
while at the same time in¬ 
crease OPEC’s dominance 
of world energy resources. 


OTTAWA (CP) — Economic Development Min¬ 
ister Bud Olson Thursday predicted speedy resolu¬ 
tion of differences between Ottawa and British 
Columbia over a package of B.C. development 
projects. 

And he suggested that the core of the dispute is 
the province’s long¬ 
standing refusal to guar¬ 
antee non-discrimina- 
tory tax treatment for 
portions of the proposed 
Alaska Highway natural 
gas pipeline through 
B.C. 

Federal and provincial 
cabinet ministers met ear¬ 
lier this week in Victoria to 
discuss the pipeline, the de- 
velopment of coal re¬ 
sources in northeastern 
B.C. and other projects. 

Sources said after the 
meeting that Premier Ben¬ 
nett was outraged by fed¬ 
eral demands for conces¬ 
sions on the pipeline 
project in exchange for in¬ 
creased federal money for 
coal development. 

Conservative Senator Ri¬ 
chard Donahoe of Nova 
Scotia called the meeting a 
fiasco in the Senate Thurs¬ 
day and asked Olson to 
clarify the situation. 

Olson said the meeting 
was useful and progress 
was made. 

“I think that we should be 
patient for a day or two, 
and 1 am sure that we are 
going to have complete 
agreement on all of those 
things to the stage where 
they can go forward.” 

Donahoe then asked if 
federal assistance for get¬ 
ting B.C. coal exports to 
sea ports is tied in any way 
to federal commitments to 
assist in the pipeline pro¬ 
ject. 

“No, it cannot be put 
down exactly in those 
terms,” Olson replied, but 
did not elaborate. 

However, he did say Ot¬ 
tawa asked British Colum¬ 
bia for guarantees that the 
Alaska Highway pipeline 
would not be subjected to 
discriminatory tax treat¬ 
ment by the province. 

Alberta and Saskatche¬ 
wan provided such guaran 
tees several years ago. 

An official of the North¬ 
ern Pipeline Agency said 
in an interview later that 
B.C. asked Ottawa in 1977 
for special assistance in 
exchange for the tax guar¬ 
antees. 

B.C. apparently felt the 
benefits it would get from 
the pipeline would be far 
less than those received by 
other western provinces. 

Reports earlier this week 
said the province has been 
seeking federal money for 
roads, schools and new 
townsites that would be 
needed when the pipeline is 
built through B.C. 

One source said Ottawa 
told the province it would 
have to drop its request for 
funds for this “infrastruc 
ture” in exchange for more 
federal money for coal de¬ 
velopment.

Sugar spiral bidder-sweet tale 


TORONTO (CP) — An international bidding 
war that has boosted the price of sugar by more 
than one-third during the last three weeks has 
caused the food industry to increase prices of 
soft drinks, candy and a wide range of other 
products made with sugar. 

Fuelled by market speculators and re¬ 
ports of poor harvests around the world, 
the price of a tonne of raw sugar jumped 
Thursday to $820 on the London commodities 
market, up from $598 in mid-April. 

“It’s still climbing,” said Peter Rittmeyer, 
vice-president of Czamikow Montreal Ltd., an 


international commodities broker. “I’d hate to 
make any predictions on how high sugar prices 
will go.” 

In Canada, major refiners such as St. 
Lawrence Sugar, Redpath Industries Ltd. and 
Atlantic Sugar Ltd. have passed the increase on 
to supermarkets and other wholesale buyers of 
bulk sugar. 

The average retail price for a two-kilo¬ 
gram bag of granulated sugar in Toronto is now 
about $2.65, up from about $2 a month ago. 

“All the forecasts are that world sugar 
production is falling this year and consumption 
is rising,” Jean-Paul Lavallee, sales manager 


for St. Lawrence Sugar said Thursday in a 
telephone interview from Montreal. 

A severe drought has damaged sugarbeet 
crops in the Soviet Union, and bad weather and 
disease were also cutting yields of beets and 
cane in Cuba, South Africa, Australia, Thai¬ 
land, India and Argentina. 

As a result, while world sugar consumption 
is expected to reach 92 million tonnes this year, 
production will fall to 86 million tonnes, says 
William Steinbrenner, senior vice-president of 
the brokerage firm of Bache Halsey Stuart 
Canada Ltd.

Brusseau had been 
with his girl friend and 
he even agreed to take 
a polygraph test. 
Harris apologized and 
thanked him for his co¬ 
operation. 

There was just one 
more thing, the detec¬ 
tive said—a computer 
check showed Brus¬ 
seau owed $114 for 
overtime parking.

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Health board gives owners another chance 


NANAIMO — Owners of the malfunctioning 
Columbia Beach sewer system will be given a 
chance to clean up problems before the health 
board steps in. 

At an emergency meeting of the health board 
held here this week, it was decided that owners of 
the subdivision’s sewer system would be given a 
chance to make good on a promise the system will 
be upgraded. 

Columbia Beach Estates is a 200-lot develop¬ 
ment on the waterfront at French Creek, between 
Parksville and Qualicum. 


Problems with the sewer system have result¬ 
ed in sewage spills and possible contamination of 
nearby public beaches. 

Chief public health inspector Ted Zoltan said 
that the sewer system has been plagued with 
problems from the start, almost 10 years ago, but 
that in the past year there have been seven raw 
sewage spills. 

Zoltan said that a complete lack of servicing 
of the system has resulted in breakdowns of the 
pumps, with subsequent spills. 

He said the spilled sewage is a health hazard 


to the 100 families in the subdivision as well as a 
threat to the public using the nearby beaches. 

The Columbia Beach system is connected to 
the Nanaimo regional system, and the regional 
board has said it will take over the subdivision 
system once it is brought up to regional stan¬ 
dards. 

Ted Talbot, of French Creek Estates, indi¬ 
cated to the health board that construction on a 
new sewer connection could begin within a month 
and detailed plans are on the drawing board 
which conform to regional standards. 


It was also pointed out that vandalism to the 
pump station has been a problem, so daily 
inspections will be done. 

The health board will review the situation at 
its next meeting, to be held in Qualicum on May 
22 . 

The board had asked the Nanaimo Regional 
District to withhold building permits in the 
subdivision until the problem was solved, but the 
legality of the region’s taking such a step 
has been questioned.

School board 
wrestles 
with estimate 


COURTENAY — A capi¬ 
tal expense proposal for 
Courtenay school district 
was adopted by trustees 
this week. The total esti¬ 
mate amounts to $1,886,931 
and addresses some major 
problem areas faced by 
trustees. 

The sum of $125,760 has 
been designated for sites at 
Glacier View and Hornby 
Island elementary schools 
and one new site. Both 
Hornby and Glacier are ex¬ 
periencing rapid growth 
patterns. 

For buildings and addi¬ 
tions, the sum of $1,371,900 
will be used at Vanier high 
and Courtenay junior high 
and Courtenay, Glacier 
View, Royston and Tsolum 
elementary schools. 

With buildings and addi¬ 
tions comes equipment and 
$64,096 has been estimated 
for that purpose. 

Further items of $225,475 
for contingencies and $100,- 
700 for minor renovations 
are included in the propos¬ 
al. 

Reroofing at Vanier is a 
major project along with 
two sprinkler systems, at 
Courtenay junior high and 
Courtenay elementary. 
The junior high will also get 
a classroom-lab conver¬ 
sion. 

More roofing at Royston 
elementary and installa¬ 
tion of a fire and intruder 
alarm system, four class¬ 
rooms, library and gym ex¬ 
tension at Glacier View and 


design fees for four class¬ 
rooms and library and gym 
extension at Black Creek 
elementary were among 
items included in the pro¬ 
posal. 

Trustees also approved a 
Grade 5 camping trip to 
Hornby Island between 
May 26 and 30. 

The school has had sev¬ 
eral similar and successful 
camping trips, at which a 
variety of academic skills 
are earned through other 
means than the traditional 
classroom setting. 

Some 75 children will be 
divided into camping 
groups of six, with each 
group under direct super¬ 
vision of teachers and par¬ 
ents. 

Grade 4 students from 
the school will be visiting 
the camp on May 28 and 29 
to see what is in store for 
them the next term. 

Transportation will be 
provided by parents and a 
number of parents have vo¬ 
lunteered for all or part of 
the time of the campout. 

Money to pay the 50 cents 
per camper per night was 
raised by students and no 
other charges will be levied 
against the students. 

All the necessary equip¬ 
ment is available at the 
Learning Resources 
Centre, according to school 
principal Barry Thornton. 

The Hornby Island area 
abounds in marine life and 
offers many opportunities 
for outdoor education.

Deadline next week 

Nanaimo faces 
tough choices 
on 1980 budget

NANAIMO - Council 
members here are under 
the gun as they near Thurs¬ 
day’s deadline for comple¬ 
tion of the city’s 1980 bud¬ 
get. 

The council’s budget 
committee is still wrestling 
with some major decisions 
on the direction of city fi¬ 
nances and appears likely 
to put off some of those 
decisions for one more 
year. 

At a budget committee 
meeting earlier this week, 
the aldermen considered 
the task of juggling provi¬ 
sion of services with a low 
tax increase. 

Aldermen appear reluc¬ 
tant to attack the problem 
this year of narrowing the 
15-mill tax rate gap be¬ 
tween the old and newly- 
amalgamated city areas. 
Also undecided is what to 
do with some $9 million of 
amalgamation money, 
which is gathering interest 
in bank accounts. 

The council’s budget 
committee will meet again 
this afternoon and at that 
time will be looking at two 
proposals that would trim 
the 1980 budget to manage¬ 
able proportions. 

As it stands now, the $36.1 
million budget represents a 
whopping 11-mill increase. 
Earlier this week the bud¬ 
get committee heard two 
schemes to trim the bud¬ 
get. 

Aid. Nelson Allen pro¬ 
posed that more than $900,- 
000 in cuts be made in sev¬ 
eral areas of the budget. 
This included allowing only 
a 10-per-cent increase in 
certain sections of the bud¬ 
get. 

To the cuts, Allen would 
add almost $1 million from 
the city reserves, but not 
touch the amalgamation 
grants. Then he would levy 
a three-mill tax increase 
over the entire city to bal¬ 
ance the budget. 

City hall staffers have 
proposed a somewhat dif¬ 
ferent approach. They sug¬ 
gested some $507,000 in 
cuts from the budget, cou¬ 
pled with $1 million from 
the amalgamation money. 

The tax rate, staff sug¬ 


gested, should be raised 
five mills in the new areas 
of the city, and one mill 
overall. 

How deeply the budget 
itself is cut could affect the 
services the city provides 
to taxpayers.

Director of public works 
A. W. MacDonald pointed 
out to the budget commit¬ 
tee this week, for instance, 
that cuts outlined in Allen’s 
proposal would mean cut¬ 
ting services and possibly 
in some cases personnel. 

Chairman of the budget 
committee Mrs. Ada How- 
den said, however, her 
reading of public opinion is 
that people, are not satis¬ 
fied with the way the dol¬ 
lars are being spent in the 
city. 

“There have to be some 
cuts, if there’s not an in¬ 
crease in taxation.” 

Aid. Allen agreed: “It’s 
time we started getting 
more bang for the buck 
I’m getting lots and lots of 
complaints. I think there’s 
two inches of fat on this 
budget.” 

However, city adminis 
trator Bob Boxwell pointed 
out that in many areas, to 
restrict the budget to 10 
per cent above last year 
would mean an actual re¬ 
duction in services. 

The city has, this year for 
the first time since amalga¬ 
mation, taken over the re¬ 
sponsibility of roads and 
policing in the new areas. 

In the area of street 
markings and signs alone, 
a place where Allen pro¬ 
posed there could be cuts, 
the budget has gone from 
$113,849 last year to $275,- 
000 this year. 

MacDonald said that it 
was unrealistic to expect 
that if $113,000 was re¬ 
quired for the service in the 
old city last year, that only 
a 10-per-cent increase 
would take care of an area 
three times as large this 
year. And, he pointed out, 
the city is required by law 
to replace street signs that 
the police report have been 
removed or pushed over. 

Aid. Jack Little said that 
he could not even go along 
with a three-mill tax in¬ 
crease. “People are start¬ 
ing to scream,” he said. 

Commented Mrs. How- 
den: “We can’t take over 
the cost of policing and 
roads without some in¬ 
crease. The people scream 
for services, too. They 
can’t have it both ways.”

PORT HARDY — Seven candidates 
are now seeking election for two 
vacant seats on council, with elec¬ 
tions set for this Saturday. 

The two seats, one for a six-month 
period and the other for 18 months, 
became vacant when Aid. Lou Lepine 
and Aid. Russ Bates resigned. 

Three candidates, Pat Cadden, 
John Goodchild and Stan McLennan, 
are seeking the six-month term, while 
the 18-month term has drawn four 
candidates—George Corkum, Mike 
Hinkman, Chris Owen and Ed Quiri- 
co. 

The poll in the byelection will be 


held at the municipal hall, which will 
be open between 8 a.m. and 8 p.m. 

Meanwhile, the proposed constitu¬ 
tion for the Malcolm Island Commu¬ 
nity Association has been presented 
at a public meeting. 

The organization may become a 
mini-council as its aim is to deal with 
various aspects of life on the island, 
including development, natural re¬ 
sources, existing organized bodies, 
cultural activities, the local settle¬ 
ment plan and negotiations with out¬ 
side agencies.

New peril for train

The man who was instrumental in saving the life of 
the Esquimalt & Nanaimo Dayliner in 1978 says he 
is afraid the little passenger train service is facing a 
new peril in the form of neglect on the part of its 
adoptive parent, Via Rail. 

John Cooper, chairman of the E&N Steering Com¬ 
mittee, says Via appears to have no interest in suggest¬ 
ed changes and is not actively promoting the 224-ki¬ 
lometre service as a tourist attraction. 

A Canadian Transport Commission review hear¬ 
ing in Novembmer, 1978, led to a reversal of an ear¬ 
lier decision to let CP Rail abandon the historic ser¬ 
vice as an economic disaster 

By that time the steering committee, made up 
mostly of railway employees like Cooper, had in¬ 
creased the Dayliner business by 400 per cent with a 
tireless campaign to prove the worth of the service. 

Via, which had taken over responsibility for pas¬ 
senger service across Canada, won a five-year re¬ 
prieve for the Dayliner by convincing the CTC review 
committee there was good reason to conduct an exten¬ 
sive study. 

Such a study would show how best the Dayliner 
could serve as part of a Vancouver Island service 
incorporating other forms of travel. 

“They were going to do that study back in Novem¬ 
ber of 1978, but we haven’t heard anything since,” 
says Cooper. “It must be one hell of a study.” 

He maintains that Via marketing vice-president 
Garth Campbell, who spoke enthusiastically about the 
E&N at the time, has since been advocating the 
dumping of regional railway services in other areas. 

Cooper suspects that Campbell was forced to 
speak well of the E&N in 1978 because local input 
had increased business, but that Via would now like to 
forget all about it. 

“It’s not what people say that counts, but what they 
do,” says Cooper. 

A Winnipeg spokesman for Via West denied that 
Via has any intention of abandoning the Dayliner, 
but warned it is not prepared to bear the enormous 
cost of changing the current schedule, as has been 
proposed by the steering committee. 

“If they are asking if we are going to run a service 


out of the present schedule the answer is, at the mo¬ 
ment, no,” says C. Michael Williams, western public 
relations manager for Via. 

He was hard-pressed, however, to disprove Coo¬ 
per’s claim that Via is overlooking the existence of the 
service in its national tourism promotion packages. 

Cooper says recent Via newspaper advertisements 
mentioned tours to Vancouver Island, but ignored the 
E&N. 

During a telephone interview with the Colonist , 
Williams looked through some brochures promoting 
the Island, but found no specific mention of the 
Dayliner. 

He feels, though, that the promotion will “bring 
lots of people to Victoria” and in turn will have an 
obvious effect on the railway. 

“When you’re talking about a 140-mile railway in 
a 35,000-mile system, you can’t look for mention 
above and beyond the others,” says Williams. 

Cooper would settle for any kind of mention. 

He says the passenger load (there are two cars 
with a total seating capacity of 180) was down about 
one-third in the first three months of this year from 
the corresponding period in 1979, although it had re¬ 
turned to normal in April. 

One of the reasons for the falloff, he believes, is the 
fact he and his committee were unable to devote as 
much time to promotion this winter. 

Cooper, a relatively new Victoria alderman, finds 
he is being kept busy much of the time with civic 
duties. 

“I don’t want to go on the rest of my life promoting 
the E&N,” he says. “I’ve got a life of my own to live, 
too.” 

He feels there is an onus on both Via and politicians 
to respond to public support of the little railway. The 
politicians come into the picture in connection with 
Cooper’s push as an alderman for a downtown ter¬ 
minal that would encompass various forms of travel 
service. 

“I think the people of this city and Island made a 
commitment to the E&N, not through lip service, but 
by putting up their money and filling the seats. 

“Via, and we as elected representatives, are going 
to have to take some positive steps.”

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Olson sees speedy deal with B.C. 



OTTAWA (CP) — Economic Development Min¬ 
ister Bud Olson Thursday predicted speedy resolu¬ 
tion of differences between Ottawa and British 
Columbia over a package of B.C. development 
projects. 

And he suggested that the core of the dispute is 
the province’s long¬ 
standing refusal to guar¬ 
antee non-discrimina- 
tory tax treatment for 
portions of the proposed 
Alaska Highway natural 
gas pipeline through 
B.C. 

Federal and provincial 
cabinet ministers met ear¬ 
lier this week in Victoria to 
discuss the pipeline, the de¬ 
velopment of coal re¬ 
sources in northeastern 
B.C. and other projects. 

Sources said after the 
meeting that Premier Ben¬ 
nett was outraged by fed¬ 
eral demands for conces¬ 
sions on the pipeline 
project in exchange for in¬ 
creased federal money for 
coal development. 

Conservative Senator Ri¬ 
chard Donahoe of Nova 
Scotia called the meeting a 
fiasco in the Senate Thurs¬ 
day and asked Olson to 
clarify the situation. 

Olson said the meeting 
was useful and progress 
was made. 

“I think that we should be 
patient for a day or two. 
and I am sure that we are 
going to have complete 
agreement on all of those 
things to the stage where 
they can go forward.” 

Donahoe then asked if 
federal assistance for get¬ 
ting B.C. coal exports to 
sea ports is tied in any way 
to federal commitments to 
assist in the pipeline pro 
ject. 

“No, it cannot be put 
down exactly in those 
terms.” Olson replied, but 
did not elaborate. 

However, he did say Ot¬ 
tawa asked British Colum¬ 
bia for guarantees that the 
Alaska Highway pipeline 
would not be subjected to 
discriminatory tax treat¬ 
ment by the province. 

Alberta and Saskatche¬ 
wan provided such guaran¬ 
tees several years ago. 

An official of the North¬ 
ern Pipeline Agency said 
in an interview later that 
B.C. asked Ottawa in 1977 
for special assistance in 
exchange for the tax guar¬ 
antees. 

B.C. apparently felt the 
benefits it would get from 
the pipeline would be far 
less than those received by 
other western provinces. 

Reports earlier this week 
said the province has been 
seeking federal money for 
roads, schools and new 
townsites that would be 
needed when the pipeline is 
built through B.C. 

One source said Ottawa 
told the province it would 
have to drop its request for 
funds for this “infrastruc¬ 
ture” in exchange for more 
federal money for coal de¬ 
velopment.

CALGARY. Alta. (UPC) 
— A bill enabling the Alber¬ 
ta government to limit the 
production of oil in the 
province adds to tensions in 
Canada, a petroleum indus¬ 
try spokesman said Thurs¬ 
day.

Canadian Petroleum As¬ 
sociation public affairs 
manager J.T. Gorman 
said, “The CPA feels there 
is a certain level of tension 
in the country. . . The un¬ 
certainty that surrounds 
this doesn’t serve the oil 
industry or the people of 
Canada. It adds to the ten¬ 
sion.” 

But, he added. “The 
province of Alberta has 
certain prerogatives within 
the constitution that it in¬ 
terprets and exercises as it 
sees fit.” 

Gorman was one of the 
few industry spokesmen to 
express concern about the 
legislation, introduced 
Wednesday by Alberta en- 
ergy minister Merv 
Leitch.

WELLINGTON, New Zealand (UPI) 
— China has notified New Zealand that 
it will test-fire a rocket in the South 
Pacific region capable of delivering an 
intercontinental nuclear warhead, Prime 
Minister Robert Muldoon said Thursday. 

“This is a very important develop¬ 
ment, not only because it affects our own 
region, but also because of its wider 
implications,” said Muldoon. 


Muldoon said the New Zealand govern¬ 
ment was told the launch will be aimed at 
South Pacific waters, but he did not say 
when the test would conducted or where 
the exact target area is located. 

In Washington, the state department 
said the Chinese informed the United 
States it would be testing a surface 
launched missile in international waters 
in the western Pacific.

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Sugar spiral bidder-sweet tale 


TORONTO (CP) — An international bidding 
war that has boosted the price of sugar by more 
than one-third during the last three weeks has 
caused the food industry to increase prices of 
soft drinks, candy and a wide range of other 
products made with sugar. 

Fuelled by market speculators and re¬ 
ports of poor harvests around the world, 
the price of a tonne of raw sugar jumped 
Thursday to $820 on the London commodities 
market, up from $598 in mid-April. 

“It’s still climbing,” said Peter Rittmeyer, 
vice-president of Czamikow Montreal Ltd., an 


international commodities broker. “I’d hate to 
make any predictions on how high sugar prices 
will go.” 

In Canada, major refiners such as St. 
Lawrence Sugar, Redpath Industries Ltd. and 
Atlantic Sugar Ltd. have passed the increase on 
to supermarkets and other wholesale buyers of 
bulk sugar. 

The average retail price for a two-kilo¬ 
gram bag of granulated sugar in Toronto is now 
about $2.65, up from about $2 a month ago. 

“All the forecasts are that world sugar 
production is falling this year and consumption 
is rising,” Jean-Paul Lavallee, sales manager 
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for St. Lawrence Sugar said Thursday in a 
telephone interview from Montreal. 

A severe drought has damaged sugarbeet 
crops in the Soviet Union, and bad weather and 
disease were also cutting yields of beets and 
cane in Cuba, South Africa, Australia, Thai¬ 
land, India and Argentina. 

' As a result, while world sugar consumption 
is expected to reach 92 million tonnes this year, 
production will fall to 86 million tonnes, says 
William Steinbrenner, senior vice-president of 
the brokerage firm of Bache Halsey Stuart 
Canada Ltd.
